It was 
run through the town and then the 
lights were extinguished and it was 
driven ‘back.

The machine was ieft outside and 
the men broke a window in the gar- 
age. Flashlights revealed the large 
iron. bex containing the week's re- 
ceipts. Carrying the box to the win- 
dow they dropped it to the ground, 


and carried it to the car. 


Officer Heffernan who had trailed 
them came into sight as the machine 
started away. He called to them to 
stop and as they speeded up he fired 
two shots. The car had gained too 
much distance however for the shots 
to be effective. 

The car slid away in the darkness 
toward Cohasset and Officer Heffernan 
lost no time in sending out a general 


alarm. The men apparently changed 


their course and probably headed te- 
ward Quincy about the time Sergt. 
Larkin was receiving the message to 
apprehend them. 

As he hung up the receiver, the duty 
call was sounded from the City 
square box and Patrolman Olson and 
Corbett were notified. The arrest fol- 
lowed, 

At the local police headquarters the 
men declined to explain how they se- 
cured the Kelleher machine or to tell 
where they got a number plate, found 
in the machine and said to be the 
property of Herman Diliingham of the 
Woodland Goif club, Newton. The po- 
lice are of the opinion the men have 
been stealing automobiles. 


Patrolman Olson and Corbett, who 


made the capture at the risk of their: 


lives, are well known in Quincy, and 
both have been honored megnbers of 
the police ferce. Both are assigned 
to the business section and ‘both 
sound the signal box in City Square, 
although their beats are separate, the 
former covering the immediate square 
and the latter the Hancock street sec- 
tion as far as School street. 

Last summer the men inaugurated 
the custom of stopping autos and al- 
though they have never found suffi- 
cient cause to arrest passengers they 
issued warnings so emphatic there has 
been but little singing by joy riders af-

FORE RIVER GIVES MACHINERY LEAVES NO PUBLIC BEQUESTS 


The will of John R. Graham, for- 
merly of Quincy, and late President 
of the Bangor Railway and Electric 
Company was filed at Bangor Tues- 
day. The will contains no public 
bequests. The bulk of the estate is 
left in a trust fund for 25 years, or 
during the life of Mrs. Graham, if 
she is fiving at the end of that per- 
iod. She is to receive $6,000 a year 
from the income of the trust, from the 
principal if the income is not suffi- 
cient. Mrs, Graham also receives the 
sum of $5,000 and the homestead on 
French street. 

The trustees are requested to hold 
and continue the business of the 
Graham Realty Company by a com- 
petant ‘board of directors and to erect 
buildings and make investments. At 
the end of the trustee period the es- 
tate is to ‘be divided among the heirs 
as if there had been no will.

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SIGNING OF THE DOCUMENT. 


| The: LastName, Thomas.McKean, te 
Go on the Precious Parchment Was 
Not Appended Until 1781—The Meck- 
lenburg and Maryland Declarations. 


Of the fifty-six men who finally af- 
‘fixed their siguatures to the Declara- 
tion of Independence, a document that 
heralded the birth of a uation, to the 


‘support of which they pledged their 
lives, their fortunes and their sacred 


honor, none was so old as to be lia- 
ble to a suspicion of senility and 
few so young that they might be ac- 
eused of immaturity of judgment. 


|Even John. Hancock, rather a roving 


blade and none too stable in bis per- 
sonal habits and predilections, was 
thirty-nine years old when the general 
congress met in Independence hall, 
Philadelphia, to sit in judgment upon 
the wording of ‘the historical document. 

The oldest man in the assemblage 
was Benjamin Franklin, then six 


‘months past ‘his seventieth birthday, 


and the youngest was Thomas Lynch, 
Jr., of South Carolina, who was born 
Aug. 6, 1749, and was therefore a 
month short of being twenty-seven 
years old. 

The ‘first of the signers of the Dec- 
laration to die after the execution of 
the instrument was Button Gwinnett 
of Georgia, who passed away on May 
27 of the following year. Charles Car- 
roll of Carroliton, Md., lived the longest 
after the memorable date. He remain- 
ed until Nov. 13, 1832. 

James Smith of Pennsylvania was 
the only signer who lived to a more ad- 
¥Yanced age than Charles Carroll. He 
Was uinety-six yeurs old when his life 
ended on July 11, 1806. Ther® were 
three others who became nonagena- 


rians—Johnu Adams of Massachusetts, , 


who passed away at ninety-one years; 
William Ellery of Rhode Island, at 
ninety-three years, and Francis Lewis 
of New York, at ninety-one years of 
age. The youngest to die was Arthur 
Middleton of South Carolina, who was 
only forty-four years old at his demise 
on Jan. 1, 1788. 

Of the fifty-six signers but seven had 
advanced past the age of sixty years 
on July 4, 1776. Nine were between 
tifty and sixty, there were nineteen 
between forty and fifty, the same nuiu- 
ber, nineteen, between thirty and for- 
ty and two below the age of thirty 
The average age was 43.87 
years. 

But, contrary to popular belief, the 
Declaration of Independence was not 
signed on July 4, 1776. As a matter of 
fact, the last signature was not ap- 
pended until five years later, in 1781. 


/Thomas McKean, a member from Del- 


aware, whe had been present on July 
4, 1776, but “absent with the army at 
the general subscription of said instru- 
ment,” applied for permisston to sign. 
An act was then passed permitting him 
to affix his signature, and “he added 
thereto the date uf such subscription.” 
Another delegate, Matthew Thornton 
of New Hampshite, who had been 
present at neither the reading on July 


'4 nor-at the later date of general sub- 


seription, presented ‘his credentials on 
Nov. 4, 1776, and was permitted to 
sign. 

It was the first reading of the Dec- 
laration of Independence that occurred 
on July 4, and the tentative draft pre- 
sented by the committee previously ap- 
pointed to draw up such a document 
Was approved by all the members pres- 
ent. No resolution was passed until 


July 10, when it was “Resolved, That’! 


the declaration passed on the 4th be 
fairly engrossed on parchment, with 
the title, ete., and that the same, when 
engrossed, be signed by every member 
of congress.” Two weeks later, the 
engrossing having been duly accom- 
plished, the members of congress then 
present signed it. 

Another fact in connection with the 
Declaration of Independence which we 
Venerate is thut it is neither the first 
nor the only Declaration of Independ- 
ence from the rule of Great Britain 
that was made in her North American 
colonies. 

More thah n year before the framing 
of the documeut which we cherish, on 
May 20, 1775, a ‘convention was held 
at Charlotte, N. C., and an instrument 
declaring freedom from the rule of 
Great Britain was drawn up and sign- 
ed. This was the famous Mecklenburg 


declaration, the original of which was) 


unfortunately destroyed by fire in 1800. 
It was reconstructed from memory, 
and this “copy” is still preserved. 

But even before this the colonies 
wrote a Declaration of Independence. 
The patriots of Harford county, Md., 
gathered themselves together at Har- 
ford Town, which is now called Bush, 
on March 22, 1775. On the same day 
they prepared and signed a Declara- 
tion of Independence, probably the first 
one ever made by the colonies or any 
| part of them, in formal, written form. 
The document is still in existence.— 
New York Sun.

The 
new law, hailed by seme as the great- 
est achievement of the 1915 legisla- 
ture, went into effect today. 

Although nearly 500 employers have 
taken advantave of the opportunity t 
reject ‘the law, members of the com- 
mission pointed out that this is a 
very small’ portion of the. approxi-

state to enact such a law. Sinee that 


time four other states have joined the 


list, making thirty one in all: Al- 
aska also has such a law. 

Several of the larger traction sys- 
tenis in the state have rejected the 
law, preferring to take their chances 
in the courts with damage suits. Those 
rejecting the law cannot plead as de- 
fense that the employe was negligent, 
that the injury 
negligence of a fellow employe, or 
that the employe assumed the risk at 
the injury. 

If anvemploye whose employer has 
not rejected the law is injured af- 
ter today, the empleyer must furnish 
free medical fare and supplies for 
thirty days. After fourteen days the 
injured man begins to draw a sum 
equal to 55 per cent, of his wages. 
If he is totally disabled his payment 
will continue for 500 weeks. If he is 
partially disabled the compensation ‘is 
at the rate of one-half the difference 
hetween his earning capacity before 
and after the injury. 

This law is chiefly in the form of a 
bill favored by the manufacturers, but 
with certain amendments for which 
labor contended. Labor was unable 
to foree state insurance of employers. 

Information obtained from John A. 
Lapp, director of the Indiana bureau 
of legislative information, discloses 
that workmen’s compensation so far 
obtains chiefly in the northern states. 
There is a étrip across the country 
where the ambulance chasing lawyer 
and the courts are left to decide 
whether a laborer is entitled to dam- 
ages, these states being: 

Virginia, North Carolina, South Car- 
olina, Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Mis- 
sissippi, Tennessee, Arkansas, New 
Mexico, Utah, Idaho, North and, South 
Dakota, Missouri, Delaware and Ken- 
tucky. 

Kentucky passed such a law but it 
was declared unconstitutional because 
of a constitutional provision that the 
genera! assembly has no power to 
limit the amount of damages. Friends 
of workmen’s compensation in that 
state are now interested in an amend- 
ment to the constitution. 

Montana is the only state to re- 
ject compensation by a vote of the 
people. Montana’s bill is said to 
have had some unusually objection- 
able features. In Wyoming ‘the leg- 
islature passed a compensation law 
after the people had _ ratified an 
amendment to ‘the constitution per- 
mitting it. This year Nebraska vot- 
ers ratified in referendum the com- 
pensation passed in 1913 by the legis- 
lature.

Our ‘total exports inthe fiscal year 
191% according to an Officia! state 
ment of the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic ‘Commerce, Department of 
Commerce, aggregated $2,768,600,000 
as against $2,170,100,000 for the Unit- 
ed Kingdom, ‘the figures representing 
in the case of the United States an in- 
crease of 17 per cent and in the case 
of the United Kingdom a decrease of 
30 per cent when compared with last 
year.

-Our War Department ‘Has About: 
the Best Code in Existence. 


SHMPLE, FLEXIBLE “AND: ‘RAPID. 


The Navy Has a Cipher of Its Own, as. 
Has Aiso the Department of State. 
One of the Codes Used by Englani, 
For Unimportant Messages. 


The United States government :em- 
_ ployss, probably more different kinds of 
codes ghan any other power. The state 
‘department has oue of its own, The 
war department has ene. And the , 
navy uses a separate and distifict sys- 
tem. The code book or key Of the 
navy cipher is kept always In a canvas 
bag, which is dined with zine and heay- 
ily weighted. The bag is in the per- 
sonal custody of the commanding offi- 
cer of the ship. who has orders never 
,to let it set away from him, but to 
throw it overbourd in the event of cap- 
The advent of wire- 
less telegraphy has made this precau- 
tion doubly necessary, for the solution 
of war’ 
might easily turn the-seales of victory. 

The onlfmaval cede baok ever cap- 
tured. by an enemy was the one car- 
ried by the Chesapeake in the war of 
1812. The commander of the Chesa- 
peake, Captain Lawrence, was wound- 
ed early in the battle, and no one else 
knew where the code book was kept. 
When the frigate surrendered the Brit- 
ish fonnd the code behind a- sliding 
panel, ‘and the book is now-in the: Brit- 
ish musewn, 

The cipher of the war department is! 
very simple in its nature and by virtue 
of this simplicity, ease of operation, in- 
scrutabdility and rapidity with which a 
hew key can be substituted is said to 
hold: first. place amoug the military ci- 
phers.of the world... Army officers who 
have used other codes say that none of 
them compares to,this one. 

This cipher may in a general way 
be described as an ingenious method 
of distorting the order of words in a 
message and further obscuring the 
meaning by the systematic. imtroduc- 
tion of irrelevant words and meaning- 
less names. The! variety of distortions 
is. great, and whenever a copy of, the 
cipher is captured. another cipher. can 
be communicated in a very short time 
tu all those who should have it. 

A simple and ingenious uaval cipher 
Was invented ly Captain Charles Mor 
ris for the use of the American navy 
during the war of 1812 and -has been 
utilized by the navy department, with 
The, princl- 

ple is applicable alike to flag .ciplers 

or numerical ciphers transmitted by 
telegraph or wireless. 

Captain Morris in a hand written sis- 
nal book bound, by, him in 1811 stated: 

A ciréumstance may sometimes render it 
desirable to change the signification of the 
flags or the numbews expressed by them 
The following method should therefore be 
adopted: 

Let each day of the week be inserted in 
the signal book opposite a number. To 
each of these days affix a certain’ number, 
which is always to be communicated oral-- 
ly under charge of secrecy, that no enemy 
or dimproper person Can become acquaint- 
ed with it. The following list is. an ex-

While nobody could tell you today 

/ the code used by any power in trans- 

mitting important and vital news and 
instructions, some of.the more ordinary , 
ciphers have been discovered. For in- 
stance, one of.the simplest of all offi- 
cial ciphers is that used by, the British 
foreign office for the transmission of 
comparatively unimportant messages, 
the cipher being too weil known to 
risk detection when there is much at 
| stake.

‘ such purposes, as they will tell you at 


any hospital, but it is understood it 
must be sterilized before being used. 
Housekeepers are apt to overlook 
this use for old linen unless there is 
really sickness present in the house, 
but a store of such pieces laid away 
will never come amiss even if they are 
only used for irouing boards and for 
wrapping up bundles in the storeroom, 
for in a contagious disease old sheets 
must be hung over the doorways to the 
sickroom and kept wet with disinfect- 


~ ant When the wenther is hot wet 


sheets hung about-the room will cool 
the air. 

The linen should have been washed 
clean without starch, and the hands 
that roll it spould be very clean. For 
an open wound sterilized gauze will be 
a necessity, but clean linen may be 
used to protect the bandages under- 
neath. 
iso utilized is baked in the regular oven 
to sterilize it before using. 

When the bandages are rolled they 
should be pgced in a clean covered 
receptacle until needed. A glass jar 
or a covered box will do for the pur- 
pose. The width of the bandages de, 
pends upon their use. About one inch 
is wide exeugh for a finger, and from 
that the widths vary. For an abdom- 
inal bandage six or eight inches may 
not be too wide. 

The tops of old evening gloves have 
their use too. An appeal recently came 
from Paris for them, to be sewed to- 
gether as interlinings in vests for sol- 
diers in winter trenches. Hundreds of 
jpoor women are kept employed making 
these winter comforts. 

¢ Nurseries. 

In the scheme of living where ap- 
pearances must be maintained at all 
costs, Where the keeping of servants is 
Tegurded as an absolute essential, 
where the whole aim is to impress 
one’s acquaintances, children~are too 
often regarded as needless luxuries. 
Where they are permitted to intrude, 
they come, as a usual thing, in single 
numbers, one child being considered 
enough of a burden. In Europe the 
women who have followed this theory 
have in many cases seen their entire 
family sWept away and the sad condi- 
tion has made the mothers ef Americe 
pause aud reflect. 

When one comes to think of it, how 
very few houses are built with nurse- 
ries. Even large homes, rented at ex- 
orbitant rates, seldom have a nursery. 
One of the bedrooms has to be given 
over to the kiddies, but it can never be 
made to look quite as useful-and pret- 
ty as if it had been designed for the 
purpose. The ideal nursery ought to 
be tiled all round halfway up the wall, 
not cold green tiles, but a warm shade 
of tan or a deep pink. The room ought 
tv have fitted cupboards in it, so that 
pot an inch of space is wasted. There 
should be fitted guards in front of the 
Windows, so that there is no danger 
tf the babies falling out, and the fire- 
Place ought to be large and open, not 
the absurd little affairs that one ‘finds 
iu the bedrooms of the ordinary mod- 
ern house.

RUSSIANS ESCAPE 


Gen. Ivanoff’s Army Slips Out of 
Trap

Petrograd, Sept. 2:—Gen. Ivanoff’s 
army has escaped the latest trap set 
by the Austro-Germans. The for- 
tress of Lusk has been evacuated by 
the Russians with scarcely any loss 
in men or guns and the Slavs, fall- 
ing back in the direction of  Dilno 
fortress, have taken 10,000 prisoners. 

The Austrian plan to pierce the 
Russian line in this region, 
the right flank of Ivanoff's forces and 
eut off the Russian forces. operating 
in Galicia, has broken down. 

The enemy has made no material 
gain but has suffered heavily in killed 
and captured. The Slavs have al- 
ready reformed their lines.

He said that the 
small quantity that was missing had 
leaked out when the jarring of the 
machine loosened the stopper. | The 
counsel offered that fact in his ar- 
gument as the only evidence the po- 
lice had to show the men to have 
been drunk. F 

Early said he met Caldwell in Bos- 
ton and that they bought each other 
a glass of beer and then motored 
home. Caldwell admitted his ma- 
chine was going faster than the park 
regulations allow ‘but denied he was 
travelling 45 miles an hour as al- 
leged by the officer, saying his ma- 
chine wes a 25 horsepower car, three 
years old. 

The argument of Atty. George C. 
Friel.of Breekton, counsel for both 
men,Was somewhat sensational. 

He assailed police in general and 
said all they seemed to care about 
was “to get some poor fellow in their 
clutches and make all that was pos- 
sible out of it.” 

“Did you ever,” he 
Avery, “see a police officer who 
brought a man into court. that 
wouldn't do everything that he could 
to convict the defendant, and then in 
the corridor, heap maledictions on the 
court if he lost his case and tell the 
defendant ‘he would get him yet?”

When our | 
ancestors were lightly dressed in woad | 
and bad no conception of: any wheeled 
vehidle the Chinese lady was paying 
her calis in the back of a Peking cart, 
the seat of honor under the tilt, well 
out of sight of the passers by, while 
her servant sat in front, the place of | 
comfort, if such a word can be applied 
to anything pertaining to a Peking 
cart. 

“In spite of its long and aristocratic | 
record if there is any mode of progres- 
sion more wearying and uncomforta- 
ble I have not met it. It is simply a 
springless board set on a couple of 
wheels with a wagon tilt of blue cotton | 
orer it and a place for heavy luggage 
bebind. The Chinaman sits on the 
floon and does not seem to mind, but 
the ordinary westerner, like myself, | 
packs, his bedding and all the cushions 
he. can beg or borrow around him and 
then resigns himself to his fate. 

“The Peking cart bas one advantage, | 
people. will. tell. you—it has- nothing te) 
break in it.’ But there are: moments | 
when. it would be a mighty relief if 
something did break, for if the wood- | 
work; holds together as it tosses: you | 
from side to side you yourself are one 
sore,, bruised mass. No; I cannot rec- | 
ommend a. Peking cart, even on the 
smoothest road.

There 
are> so called roads, certainly, upon 
which. the people. move about, \but 1 
have seldom met one that was any 
better than the, surrounding country,

“It takes as long to get beyond tbe 
environs of Peking in a cart as it dees 
to get out of Landon in a motorcar. 
First. we. passed ithrough the, Babylon- 
ish gate, and the: great wallstwere be- | 
hind us; then, owtside the city,) all look- | 
ing dusty, dirty:;and khaki cofored in 
the brilliant sumshine, were numerous 
smuvall houses, and the wayside was 
lined: with booths on which were 
things for sale. 

“long the roa@way came an endless 
array of people, clad for thesmost part 
in blue cotton—men walking,.men with 
jioads slung from a bamboo across 
their shoulders. donkeys laden: with 
baskets or sacks?of grain; with fatt Chi- 
nese on their backs.

|» WEEPING SINEWS. 
' 
Warious Methods by Which Ganglions 
May Be Cured. 

Physicians use the word ganglion to 
describe a swelling of the sheath of a 
tendon, which contains fluid, and which 
‘asually occurs about the wrist. A weep- 
ing sinew is the same thing. A little 
swelling forms, and the fluid distends 
it more and more as it collects. The 
swelling is elastic and soft. Some- 
‘times it is smell and does not cause 
ty trouble, and occasionally it passes 
|gWay without any treatment. It may 
‘yield to long continued gentle pressure, 
‘like that which a ribbon band exerts. 
A well placed ribbon bandage also 
helps to relieve the feeling of weak- 
oess that almost always accompanies 
a ganglion. 

| In a few cases the fluid that the 
‘ganglion contains is tuberculous, but 
‘In most cases the ganglionic swelling 
is entirely harmless. In tuberculous 
‘eases it if best to remove the sheath 
and its contents completely. 

Ganglions @re usually seen on the 
back of the wrist, but sometimes one 
comes on the front and increases in 
size. 
the sinews into the palm of the hand. 
That naturally cripples the victim more | 
or less, especially since the swelling | 
often gives pain in cold and damp | 
weather. 

There are various ways of breaking 
a weeping sinew. Sometimes it can be 
dispersed by sudden pressure applied 
by the thumbs, which bursts the | 
ganglion without breaking the skin. It 
is best then to bandage the part very | 
tightly in order to prevent the little | 
sac from filling up again. The band- 
age should contain some thin, hard 
substance, such as a large coin, direct- 
ly over the site of the sac. Sometimes 
‘a ganglion refuses to burst, but yields 
to tight bandaging combined with treat- 
ment by a blister or by painting with 
‘iodine. The cure in such cases is ef- 
fected by gradual absorption. 
means fail there is nothing to do but 
to open the ganglion and scrape out its 
contents.—Youth’s Companion.

GNORANCE of the methods of 
caring for the apparently drown- 
ed nowadays is quite inexcusa- 
ble. As pointed out in a previgus 

article, the of those in danger 
requires cousiderable personal skill and 
practice, but any one can learn all that 
is needed for handling the unconscious 
victim of a water accident by merely 
reading attentively and retentively the 
prescribed rules, so that neglect to do 
80 cannot be condoned. 

Indeed, the attitude taken by some 
that it is useless for them to study re- 
suscitation because they could save a 
drowning person in the first place is 
totally unwarranted. It happens fre- 
quently that absolutely inexgerienced 
ewimmers are able to reach one in dan- 
ger by beat and perform a rescue with- 
out so much as exposing themselves to 
a wetting. If they can then adminis- 
ter the proper treatment ,all is well. 
On the other hand, failure to operate

Indeed, cases are on record of men 
and women having been revived after 
half an hour and more under water 
and as much as four hours of uninter- 
rupted treutment—in other words, affer 
nearly five hours of deathlike uncon- 
sciousness. 

This should be borne in mind when 
a patient is slow to recover and one fs 
inclined to become discouraged and 
cease trying. Don't lose hope; a hu- 
man life is at stake.

rectly or to apply the given remedies 
later may have fatal results even after 
the victim has been taken from the 
water. 

Cousideration of these facts should 
urge upon every Man and woman the 
necessity of fitting themselves for 
eventualities irrespective of their abili- 
ty as swimmers, particularly since it 
can be done so easily. 

Needless to say, medical advice is 
always to be sought at once, if cireum- 
stances permit, when a drowning acci 
dent occurs. As, however, one is at 
times called upon te act alone, far 
from all assistance, we will speak of 
the best gourse to follow single handed. 

Various methods of resuscitation are 
now in use—the Howard, Sylvester, 
Schaefer'and others—and many main- 
tain that there is very little choice 
between them. This is a mistake. It 
has been proved beyond question—by 
numerous and convincing experiments 
—that the Schaefer method forces con- 
siderably more air into the lungs than 
the others. In addition, the position 
of the body not only facilitates the out- 
flow of swallowed water, but prevents 
the tongue from falling back and ob- 
structing the respiratery channel, so 
that its superiority must be obvious to 
any one giving the matter a moment's 
thought. It is, in fact, the only sys- 
tem kndwn which can be operated by 
one person effectively and without loss 
of time. . 

In* using the Schaefer, or prone 
pressure method, the first thing to be 
done upon getting the uncenscious vie- 
tim ashore or on board is to lay bim 
gently face down on an even surface, 
possibly with the head slightly lower 
than the feet. Then one kneels across 
the body, passes the hands around the 
waist until they meet over the ab- 
domen and lift, at the sume time work- 
ing the palms inward and upward to 
get rid of any water which may have 
been taken in. 

This accomplished, the patient’s arm 
is raised above his shoulder and bent 
at the elbow, his head rested upon it, 
his face turned to any stirring breeze, 
the mouth and nostrils wiped clean of 
pliegm and mucus and the tongue 
drawn out. Then one is ready for arti- 
ficial respiration. 

Again straddling the patient, facing 
his head, one rests both bands en the 
small of his back, thumbs near the 
spine, fingers open and curving over 
the lower ribs, and bends forward, 
pressing firmly downward and upward 
for about four seconds, thus forcing 
out the poisonous gases formed in the 
lungs; then suddenly straighten up and 
releuse pressure, so that the constrict- 
ed ribs return to normal position with 
a spring, causing a good intake of pure 
oxygenated air. 

The aim of artificial respiration 
should be to imitate natural breathing, 
so that any one may estimate approxt- 
mately the time of pressures and re- 
leases by noting his or her own inhal- 
ing and exhaling under ‘ordinary con- 
ditions. The larger the subject. how- 
ever, the slower should be the move- 
ments, the greater the foree applied. 
One is generally instructed to make 


Lungs Differ in Size. 
In the human being the left lung is 
rather smaller than that on the right 
side. 
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circulation, always sloggish at first, 
and then bring the lowered tempera- 
ture of the body to nermal. 

An excellent means of attaining this 
object is touwesort to massage, stroking 
and kneading the muscles rapidly, but 
without force. Start at the thighs and 
gradually work down to the feet as the 
treated parts warm; then pass fo the 
arms and body. But always stroke and 
rub toward the heart. 

After being massaged the patient 
should be put to bed if possible, other- 
wise wrapped up snugly in blankets or 
any availuble clothing and made to 
take a long rest. There is serious dan- 
ger of congestion of the lungs and oth- 
er troubles for some time after the or- 
deal of drowning, and precautions 
should be taken. 

In fact, if chills are noticed after the 
patient has been wrapped up every 
effort should promptly be devoted to 
inducing warmth. Hot water bottles 
and hot cloths appHed,to the feet, 
stomach and armpits usually give fm- 
mediate results, and if better con- 
veniences are lacking it is generally 
possible to heat bricks or stones over 
an impromptu beach fire to serve the 
same purpose. . 

Stimulants in very small doses ite 
also beneficial. Fer instance, table- 
spoonfuls of brandy or whisky, prefer- 
ably diluted in double the quantity of 
hot water, may be administered at in- 
tervals of ten or fifteen minutes with 
good result,

» tion plenty of fresh air is esseutial to 


the patient. If a crowd forms, as it 
always will at a bathing resort, while 
you are operating respiration ask the 
aid of a few bystanders in clearing a 
wide space around you. And later 4z 
seeking a place for the revived person 
to rest in choose a tell ventilated room 
or shack, and leave the windews open 
to provide free circulation. 

As it is-at times necessary, or advisa- 
bie, to carry the unconscious victim of 
a drowning accident some distance on 
shore, it may be well to tell how it can 
be done readily, by the lifesaver’s land 
earry, which enables one to lift and 
support a person twice one’s own size 
and weight. It is best fo use it upon 
reaching shallow water, but one may 
also raise the body from the grotnd, 
after turning it face up. 

Seize the victim's right wrist with 
rour left hand and lift; pass your rieht 
urm through his crotch; bend down so 
that you can lower your head under his 
tight arm, until the armpit rests on 
your neck; then straighten up slowly 
and the body will be draped over your 
right shoulder.’

Submarine Building 


Wild rumors from time to time have 
arisen to the effect that’ the Fore 
River Shipbuilding Corporation was 
building submarines for belligerent 
powers which would be utilized in the 
present war. The Corporation has 
denied this and has clearly stated that 
the boats are for delivery after the 
war. To lay at rest all possible sus- 
picion the corporation has determined 
upon the policy laid down in the fol- 
lowing statement of the president, J. 
W. Powell:— 

In view of the interest shown in the 
movements of certain submarines 
building at this yard, we have con- 
sidered it advisable to request the 
Navy Department to detail officers of 
the United States Navy to accompany 
these boats whenever they are moved 
from this shipyara either when they 
are dry docked or when they proceed 
to Provincetown for their trials.

WIND TO BLAME: 


Is Responsible for Spread of Gypsy 
Moth 


| 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 4.—That 
ji he wind is chiefly responsible for the 
| general spread of the gypsy moth in 
New England is the conclusion rez ached 
'as the result of an investigation car- 

ried on by the Department of As ricul- 
ture in 1913 and 114, the report of 
| which has just been published as Bul- 
| Jetin No. 273. It has beén found that 
in the last forty years the pest has 
gained an average of 5 miles a year 
toward the Northeast in consequence 
of the southwest winds which, prevail 
in New England during the season 
most favorable for the dissemindtion 
of the moth larvae, To the northward, 
the gain has ‘been at the rate of 2 1-2 
miles per year, while in other direc- 
tions the spread has been slower. 

To prevent this spread continuing the 
| badly infested areas near the border, 
ays the report, must be brought under 
control. This can be accomplished 
| either by natural ene mies or by hand 
} methods, or by both. In the infested 
| territory, its natural enemies are now 
| performing important services. The 
quarantine on lumber products 
| Christmas trees, nursery stock, and 
| stone from the infested territory is al- 
| so it is believed, an efficient precaution 
| against the spread of the pest into 
| other sections of the United States 
The necessity for hand work on the 
borders of the infested area is, how- 
sver emphasized by the 
the great part that the wind plays in 
| lisseminating the larvae. The maxi- 
num distance that it is known larvae 
| have been carried by the wind is 13 1-2 
| miles. li is probable, however, that 
‘here are unrecorded instances in 
which this record has been-exceeded. 


SANITARY PROGRESS 


Ina rec nt issue of the Public 
Health reports the U. S. Public Health 
| Service again calls attention to the 
sanitary progress that is being made 
in the City of Wilmington and the 
; connty of New ‘Hanover, North Caro- 
i lina. Not long ago it was 
| hat every home in Cape Fear tewnship 
had a toilet. Now a,second township 
| in this county, namely, Masonbero 
| township, has a toilet in every home. 
| On October 1, 1914, 14 per cent of the 
white families and 47 percent of the 
| negro families had no toilets of any 
description. This progress in rural 
sanitation is very significant when we 
consider that approximately one hali 
of all farm homes in the Gulf Atlantie 
| States have no sanitary convenience o! 
faa type. 


reported 


The county board of education has 
now provided for every rural schoo! 
in the entire county a sanitary toilet, 
with concrete tanks. So far as statis, 
ics are available at the present mom- 
| ent, no other rural county in the en- 
lire South is equal to New Hanover in 
its school sanitation. If any other 
county has as good school sanitation 
as New Hanover, it certainly should 
| not hide its light under a bushel. 

In discussing the striking features 
of the New Hanover work the Public 
Health Repart mentions in the first 
instance the intelligence with which 
the New Hanover inhabitants are go- 
ing about his work. 


} 


Among the other striking features 
may be mentioned the fact that the 
actual field work is done by sanitary 
policemen, also that the work is ac- 

complished by persuasive methods in- 
stead of through the police court: 
further that the ideals held up to the 
vublic are high despite the fact that 

| these standards are not attained im- 
inediately in all cases. 

Perhaps the most remarkable point 
in the campaign is the recent action by 
the Wilmington City Council which 
has just voted to make available the 
sum of $50,000 on loan for the exclu- 
sive purpose of changing priviés to 
flush closets. Property owners” may 
borrow money enough to make _ the 
change in construction, securing the 
loan by a note at 6 per cent and made 
payable in installments to suit their 
convenience. This appropriation — is 
in addition to the $50,000 just voted for 
improvements in the water supply and 
310,000 for an anti-mosquito campaign 

During the year 1914, there have 
been +,856 flush closets mstailed in the 
city, an average of 154 per month, thus 
reducing very greatly the amount of 
soil pollution. It is hoped that With 

+ the aid of this loan fund the city will 
beable to eradicate the privy from the 
sewer district.

Water Power in Ireland. 

A somewhat extensive water-power 
scheme in Ireland, according to the 
Irish Industrial Journal, involves the 
combination of two powerhouses 
utilizing the waters of ihe Shannon 
and Erne, and capital expenditures 
amounting to £1,500,000.

| portion to its actual magnitude is that 
{of the insignficant but extremely 
| troublesome question of the form of 
| the shipping documents. | 

As required by many of the Latin) 
American countries, these offer a com- | 
plicated problem to the exporters ‘in| 
the United States. who have not beep | 
fully and accurately instructed on the | 
subject. The Bureau of Foreign and! 
Domestic Commerce has under taken | 
the responsibility of removing this | 
barrier by making it possible for} 
American shippers to obtain informa; | 
tion regarding these requirements! 
which has not been easily available in} 
the past. 

The difficulties encountered are fully 
appreciated by American exporters 
who have attempted to ship their 
goods without the assistance of a com- | 
mission house or customs. broker. | 
They have found an embarrassing ob- 
stacle in the fines provided for every | 
possible deviation from the. pre- | 
scribed customs regulations, which are | 
very detailed as to the information to | 
be included in the documents. 

Numerous instances have been re-| 
ported where fiines were ,imposed for | 
such slight irregularities as the fail-| 
ure to state the nationality of the ves- 
sel in the invoice, the use of ditto 
marks, or incorrect translation of the 
lesignation of the goods included in| 
the shipment. As a result Americar | 
°xporters have had the unpleasant ex- 
perience of refunding fines to the con- 
signees of their goods, with incidental | 
jelay of proceedings which has tended 
to impede the extension of trade that 
is strongly desired at the present time.

Aerial Battles on Huge Scale in 
France 


(By United Press) 

Paris, Sept. 8—Air warfare on 4 
huge scale was carried on along the 
Franco-Flanders battle front last 
night and early today. 

French aviators dropped 60 bombs 
on the German aviatioa camps at Me- 
Gard and Dieuse. French and British 
aviators raided other German. air 
camps at Ostend. 

A squadron of German air men 
dropped bombs on Nancy and _ the 
plateau of Malzebille, killing several 
persons. 

The big French aviation camp at 
Nancy evidently was the object of the 
German raid. Malzebille, a few miles 
from Nancy, was bombarded while 
the German air squadron was en ioute 
there. 


ZEPPELIN RAID 
Ten Killed on East Coast- of 
England* 


(By United Press.) 

London, Sept. 8—Ten persons are 
known to have been killed in last 
night's raid by three Zeppelins of the 
east coast of England, three others 
ere missing and are believed to be 
buried under debris of wrecked build- 
ings. 

“Fifteen small dwelling houses 
were demolished or seriously dam- 
aged,” said the official statement is- 
sued this morning. “Several fires 
were started but extinguished quick- 
ly,” 

“There was no other serious dam- 
age done. All killed or wounded 
were civilians, except one soldier who 
Was seriously wounded. 

“Our anti-air craft guns were in ac- 
tion but our areoplanes were unable 
to locate the enemy.” 


REMOVES GRAND DUKE 


Czar Incensed at Many Russian 
Defeats 


(By United Press) 

Petrograd, Sept. s—Grand Duke, 
Nicholas, superseded in command of‘ 
the Russian army by the Czar, has 
been appointed Viceroy of the Cau- 
casians, it was officially announced tu- 
day. . 

The official announcement from Pet- 
rograd that the grand duke’s demotion 
confirmed the report that the Czar is 
highly incensed at the successive Rus- 
sian defeats and has determined to as- 
sume personal charge of Russia’s arm- 
ies. The announcement that the 
Grand Duke has been made viceroy of 
the Caucasians means he has been re- 
moved as head of the Russian armies 
operated against the Austro-Germans 
and placed in command of smaller 
forces operating against the Turks. 

Grand Duke Nicholas is recognized 
by military men as one of the greatest 
cavalry leaders in Europe. At the 
outbreak of the war he was. placed in 
command of the Petrograd district.

VACATION PRECAUTIONS. 

If you are going to start on Thurs- 
day, get all ready on Wednesday, and 
rest a day before starting.

MILK IS NOT DRINK, 


A writer in the “Medical Age” says 
that typhoid fever patients should not 
be filled up with milk, which is ad- 
ministered as liquid food; for, while 
it seems to have the form of liquid 
yet as a food, it is not liquid, but sol- 
id. The article states that bread and 
butter, mashed “potatoes, or even 
pumpkin pie, are not capable of filling 
the small intestines with such im- 
,mense indigestible boluses of sub- 
stance as result from milk. It is al- 
so a fine culture medium, and it is 
marvelous to see how rapidly bacter- 
ia are propagated in it. 

Persons will eat meat and_ solid 
food, and then instead of drinking wa- 
ter to dilute it, they will pour down 
milk, which is also food, and _ not 
drink, and this will immediately cur- 
dle, and then as the stomach is un- 
able to handle the conglomerate mass, 
they will have “a bilious attack,” or 
trouble with the liver. 

The Jews, following the law of Mo- 
ses, never eat milk, butter or cheese 
with meat. They use all these kinds 
of food, but they eat their meat one 
time and their milk and butter and 
cheese at another time.—The Chris- 
tian.

FINGERS, FLIES AND FILTH. 

, Typhoid fever is a disease of filth. It 
ean only be contracted by taking into) 
the system the waste products of one 
previously ill of the disease. These 
waste products are conveyed from one) 
individug] to another usually ‘by means 
of a third object, such as water, flies 
or milk. Even if disease itself were 
never contracted in this manner we 
should revolt at the abhorrence of the 
idea of such uncleanliness. For every 
case of the infection developing, some- 
one, either the municipality or the in- 
dividual, has been careless, and public 
opinion will soon regard such careless- 
hess as criminal. In the eves of the 
health officer tvphoid fever is strictly 
a preventable disease, invariably ori- 
ginating from an antecedent case, and 
contracted in a most loathsome man- 
ner. 


A FACT, NOT A THEORY. 
Our scientific knowledge of the dis- 
ease is most complete. For thirty. 
years the causative organism has been 
known and studied. Its habitat has 
been surveyed, the associating organ- 
isms classified, and the many facts re- 
lating to the life ef the bacillus fully 
recorded. For nearly twenty years we 
have been in possession of most deli- 
cate blood tests for the recognition of 
the disease, tests which are not only of 
great diagnostic worth but which 
should actually assist in the preven- 
tion of the infection. Our knowledge 
of the dissemination of the disease, in 
both its epidemic and endemic forms, | 
is consequently exact and definite, Not 
content with accomplishments along 
‘these lines the medical profession, in 
view of the continued morbidity, has 
even devised methods by which the 
public may continue to live under in- 
sanitary conditions with perfect im- 
punity, so far as this particular dis- 
ease is concerned. In other words, 
persons may take into their systems 
the filth which produces disease and 
death and yet, if the preventive treat- 
ment has been received, apparently re- 

main free from harmful effects. 


YEARLY DEATH RATE. 

In spite of these efforts and accom- 
plishments the frightful mortality 
continues and the disease this year | 
will again usher 18,000 victims to their 
graves. Plainly, the practical applica- 
tion of our knowledge is far and away 
behind the scientific data in our pos- 
session, and a large proportion of the | 
population is ignoring the very prin- 
ciples which have been so well, es- 
tablished. For this reason, health offi- 
cers realize that further steps toward 
prevention must be the result of more! 
eoneral enlightenment and the better! 
education of the mass of the people. 


A COMMUNITY MATTER. 

The avoidance of the infection rests 
primarily upon community action. 
The proper protection of water sup-| 
plies, the eradication of filth and all its 
accompaniments, the attainment of a 
decent standard in the disposal of ex- 
crementitious material, the regulation | 
of dairies and the safeguarding of milk |

of every citizen implicitly to follow the 
instructions given in order that the 
safety of others may not be imperiled, 
bearing in mind the fact 
case of typhoid fever is due to some- 
one’s ignorance or carelessness. No 
higher duty of citizenship than this 
ean be conceived. 


TO SPEAK HERE 


In commenting upon the present 
suffrage situation Dr. Anna H. Shaw 
says: 

“Suffragists can assert that the 
suffrage issue has never been of such 
nation-wide importance as it is in 
this year of 1915. With the excep- 
tion of the five Southern states whose 
legislatures are not in session this 
year, the question of woman suffrage 
has come before the legislative bodies 
in every one of the thirty-six non- 
suffrage states. 

“Woman suffrage is recognized in 
every state in the Union as an im- 
portant political issue. I have work- 
ed in the movement for many years 
andcannot be foolishly optimistic, and 
when I say that never has 
the prospect of enfranchisement 
for all women in the United States 
looked so bright as it does in 1915. 
I am basing the statement on facts 
and figures.

GUARDING AGAINST PLAGUE, 


The United States Public Health 
Service has collected all available in- 
formation regarding health conditions 
in foreign ports in order that needless 
restrictions shall not be imposed up-} 
on vessels, and that when necessany 
active measures may be taken. Ina 
review of the world distribution of 
cholera, yellow fever, plague, and ty- 
phus fever, just issued by the-Uni- 
ted States Public Health Service, it 
is pointed out that during the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1915, cholera was 
present in Austria-Hungary, Ceylon, 
China, eypt, Dutch East Indies, 
India, the Philippine Islands, Russia, 
the Straits, Settlements, the Balkan 
Territory, Germany and Indo-China. 
The amount of cholera reported in 
Russia duving the six months ended 
December 25, 1914, and the absence 
this year of reports from that coun- 
try, save from Petrograd during the 
six months follewing, indicates that 
the disease has been more or less 
widely prevalent there, 

During the six months ended June 
25, 1915, cholera was reported to be 
present in the prison camps in Ger- 
many in twenty-three localities, in si” 
Jesia, and in Brandenburg, Posen, and 
Zirka, in Germany. In all probabil- 
ity these cases were traceable to the 
seat of war inthe East. The new in- 
fection in ‘the Balkan territory ‘may 
have originated from the constant in- 
fection of Austria-Hungary, or from 
‘Turkey, where cholera was reported 
prevalent during 1914 and 18915. | 
From ‘the Balkan territory, cholera 
has been carried into Healy, ‘the dis- 
ease being reported recently ‘in and 
mear Venice and Leghorn. As a re- 
sult, quarantine officers have been 
warned to watch ‘travel from ‘the 
Greek, Italian and Holland ports with

The total enrolment of 6562 is a gain 
of 331 pupils over September of last 
year equivalent to enough children to 
fill an 8 room building which repre- 
sents Quincy's present annual school 
growth pretty approximately. By 
| schools the enrolment of the city is as 
follows: Adams 399, Atherton Hough 
221, Coddington 588, Cranch 365, Grid- 
ley Bryant 228, John Hancock 325, 
Lincoln 445, Mass. Fields 443, Mont- 
‘clair 269, Quincy 528, Washington 574, 
Willard 832,-Wollaston 440 and High 
| School 964. 


The School Committee will meet 
again this evening for the considera- 
tion of plans for the new school build- 
ing which are in contemplation. The 
members of the committee have been 
carefully studying the best methods of 
ventilation and will give this matter 
first consideration before giving defi- 
nite approval to any plan. The mem- 
bers of the committee have all been! 
out of town to visit schools in which 
advanced methods of ventilation are 
employed and have given the matter 
much study and thought. 

The committee are a unit in believ- 
ing that if sanitary conditions can be 
provided, so that pupils may always 
have a constant supply of fresh, out- 
door air, with its natural humidity, 
it will be well worth the delay neces- 
sary for study. As in the opinion of 
the committee no plans have been pre- 
sented for examination by architects 
of prominence in the school building 
field, it has been necessary for the 
committee to make its own investi- 
zation. There are howevef four phy- 
sicians on the board and the sanitary 
side of the proposed schoolhouse, will 
be given careful scrutiny from the 
medical standpoint. 


TRADE SCHOOL 

The Trade School begins’ its year 
with an attendance of about 70 and the 
same corps of teachers as last year. 
The new sheet metal department is 
fully equipped for work and has eigh-' 
teen boys in attendance. One of the 
teachers at the school is a licensed 
journeyman and another is a licensed 
electrician. No teacher can be em- 
ployed in any of these trade schools if 
the state to give shop instruction who 
is not experienced in that trade.

In New York State, by a recent 
amendment to the penal laws, ~it is 
unlawful to remove, injure or destroy 
“a mile board, mile stone, danger sign 
or signal, or guide sign or post, or any 
inscription thereon, lawfully within a 
publie highway.” There is a penalty 
for anyene “who, in any man- 
ner, paints, prints, places, puts or 
affixes, or causes to be painted, print- 
ed, placed or affixed any business or’ 
commercial advertisement on or. to 
any stone, tree; fence, stump, pole, 
building or other object, which is the 
property. of another, without first ob- 
taining the written consent of such 
owner thereof, or who in any manner 
paints, prints, places,.puts or affixes, 
or causes to be painted, printed, placed 
or affixed such an advertisement on or 
to any stone, tree, fence, stump, pole, 
mile board, mile stone, .danger sign, 
danger signal, guide sign, guide post, 
billboard, building or other. object 
within the limits.of a public highway.”

tics, it was not general, that woman's 
vote was not responsible for many of 
the reforms claimed, that women as a 
whole were handicapped rather than 
helped by the vote and that. woman 
suffrage states had no better laws and 
no better enforcement, which in the 
last analysis is. the real test, than the 
male suffrage states. Although great 
claims were made for laws in Colora- 
dp. beneficial to women and children, 
Wisconsin, Ohio, Massachusetts and 
New York, all male suffrage states, are 
further advanced in this line of legis- 
lation than any woman suffrage state, 
and only within a few months Judge 
Lindsay, an ardent believer in suffrage 
himself, said that Colorado was twen- 
ty years behind Massachusetts, and he 
might well have added New York. 

It was stated that votes for women 
would bring prohibition, but the fact 
remains that eleven male suffrage 
states voted for prohibition before. a 
single woman suffrage state adopted 
this revision of their constitution, and 
it was not until last fall that a change 
Was made in any Woman suffrage state, 
and I think you will agree that it was 
not caused by the participation of 
Women in the voting. but because pub- 
lic opinion is gradually coming to a 
belief that prohibition is one of the ye- 
forms necessary in our civie and social 
life. It took Colorado twenty-three 


| years with women voting on the ques- 


tion at various times to vote “No 
License” and California, a woman suf- 
trage state, voted against prohibition 
last fall by over 200,000 majority. 
Regarding the claims that the work- 
ing woman needs the vote, it has been 


| proved that the best legislation for the 


protection of women and children is 
not in woman suffrage states, but in 
malé suffrage states, and from my ex- 
perience of eight years as a legislator, 
I Jearned conclusively that votes do 
not provide employment and that leg- 
islation does not pay wages. It is or- 
ganization and co-operation which 
have bettered the condition of the 
working man, and it is the surplus of 
female labor which has tended to keep 
the wages low in employments where 
she has become a competitor. 

~The condition to which I refer is not 
the fault of the girls, but should be 
divided between the cupidity of man 
who is commercializing the woman- 
hood of the country because he can se- 
cure help at a lower wage and the 
agitator who is preaching the doctrine 


| ihat domestic work is drudgery and 


that every girl should be independent 
of male assistance or that a place in 
the outside world is more to be desired 
than marriage or a place in the home. 

The statement that work formerly 
done in the home is now performed 
outside may be so in some instances, 
but children are born today the same 
as was the Babe of Bethichem, and 
they need the same kind of care. The 
home is not improved by machinery, 
but by motherly attention. One of the 
contributing causes to the high cost of 
living is in the profit which is paid to 
the mills and factories for performing 
the heusehold duties of today. 

It is net because the average woman 
dislikes housework, but because it has 
been called drudgery and unworthy of 
an intelligent woman's attention, that 
many seek other employment.

DANGEROUS COBWEBS, 


Many cases of tetanus, or lockjaw. 
are now appearing in the _ public 
prints. Mrs. Frankland tells of lock- 
jaw having been caused by the appli- 
cation of a cobweb to a_ slight cut. 

“The wound was a perfectly clean 
one, and nothing need have resulted 
from the obedience to a supersti- 
tious prejudice had not the cobwebs 
unfortunately arrested some loep 
germs, and these, getting across the 
wound, set up the typical symptoms 
ef lockjaw. That this implication of 
the cobweb was no idle accusation 
was subsequently proved by portions 
of the same web, on being inoculated | 
into animals inducing in the latter 
well-defined symptoms of tetanus.” 

That cobwebs readily catch dust is 
familiar to every one who has the 
mortification of seeing them adorn 
ceilings and corners; that they also. 
arrest bacteria follows as a natural 
consequence of the presence of dust, 
and hence those delicate filaments 
may become veritable bacterial 
storehouses, more especially as it is 
usually in the dark and remote cor- 
ners that they best succeed in elud- 
ing the vigilance of the domestic eye, 
and are also out of reach of the le- 
thal action of sunbeams, and hence 
their unwelcome lodgers may man- 
age to maintain a very comfortable

Low Admission Charge by Fa 
erals Good For Baseball, 


"=" EYPERIMENT IS WATCHED. 


Many Diamond Experts Believe the 
Older Leagues Will Have to Follow 
the Example Set by the Clubs on the 
Gilmore Circuit. 


With the three major leagues pre 
senting extraordinarily close and inter- 
esting races to inadequate patronage 
for a variety of reasons, of which the 
baseball war is the least, and with the 
minor leagues of the country experi 
encing the same adverse conditions, it 
was only a questiop of time when the 
subject of reduced admission fates 
would become acute. Now that the 
Federal league has taken the bull by 
the horns for reasons both of necessity 
and war reprisal, the old major leagues 
are facing a situation which 
have been either staved off or perhaps 
altogether obyiated—together with oth 
er untoward happenings and conditions 
—had not pride and self efiiciency de 
féated the obviously wise and neces 
sary inclusion of the militant independ: 
ent league within the fold of organ 
ization if only for the purpose of self 
protection in a time when everything 
Seemed to eonspire against the peace, 
dignity and prosperity of organized 
ball, 

Now that the Federals have raised 
the issue of reduced rates, no matter 
what their motive, the old major 
leagues will have to follow suit, soon or 
late—if the Federal movement is suc- 
cessful—no matter how reluctant they 
may be or what obstacles of high sal- 
aries and costly plants may present 
themselves, as the public recks not of 
financial burdens of the magnates’ own 
making. Much sneering stress has been 


laid upon the Federals’ *‘ten cent ball,” 


while the main feature of the new 
schedule has been o¥erlooked or con 
veniently ignored by carping critics. 
The ten cent rate applies to field 
bleachers, usually so ill equipped or so 
remote from the diamond as to make 
it a wonder that any one should pay 
anything at all for admission to them. 
Price Reduction Practical. 

How to wean back those estranged 
patrons ts the greatest problem of the 
magnates, and will be for some years, 
for such of. them as may survive the 
present chastening process, and one ef. 
fective way, we believe, is that in 
which the Federal league has taken 
the initiative. That the public regards 
the prevailing rates as excessive, in

CALLS IT IMPOLITE 


Mayor Campbell takes a crack at the | 
Schoo] Committee this morning in re- | 
ply to the action of that board in ref- 
erence to the plans for the proposed 
hew school buildings at Quincy Point 
and Norfolk Downs.

We admit, as I have always 
done, that the School Board is an in- 
dependent body to a certain degree— 
but they are elected by the citizens 
and the representatives of the citizens, 
the Council and the Mayor should be 
conferred with in matters of such 
moment as the mew school housés and 
the handling of the over crowded sec- 
tions. 


The Mayor upon request of the 
City Council secured plans for a new 
school house in Wards 2 and 6. Not 
only was one plan secured but five— 
from five different architects. The 
statement that the plans were from 
architects not familiar with » up-to- 
date school buildings is one of these 
statements generally attributed to 
one whose pet hobby was not consid- 
ered. The fact is that at least four 
of the architects who submitted plans 
have built several, and in some cases 
many of the most_up-to-date school 
houses in the country. True, I did 
not consider it a business move to 
place an order for plans, where the 
competition was limited to members 
of one certain association, and where 
a committee of that association were 
to be the judges. The competition 
was open to all architects and the un- 
derstanding was that the plan or 
plans finally selected by the School 
Committee and the Council should be 
paid for, but any plans not selected 
should not be paid for and the city 
should not be liable for any charges 
for work performed. 

These five plans, or suggestions, 
were laid before the School Commit- 
tee early in June, and here it is the 
middle of September and nothing de- 
finite to suggest or recommend to 
the Council. 

The method of ventilation sugges- 
ted by the competing architects were 
those which have been found satisfac- 
tory, but if a better method can be 
shown any sane man knows it can de 
incorporated, and such alteration to 
allow any improved method could be 
easily arranged for. It is true my at- 
tention was ealled to a new ventilat- 
ing system used in a hospital at Can- 
ton, but I am not an expert on ven- 
tilation and know nothing of the 
same. It may be all right in theory 
but in actual use, there is a question 
of the value in the minds of some 
who claim to know about it. As I 
said before, I do not personally pose 
as an expert in that line. I did send 
a communication to the School Board 
from an expert and a gentleman of 
high standing on the subject of ven- 
tilation. 

If the School Board is unanimous 
after delaying these several months 
on the subject, why don’t they make 
their recommendation, embodying the 
suggestion of this new invention in 
the way of ventilation, why thrust the 
responsibility of its adoption on the

MAY PROSECUTE BOSTON PAPER 


Baroness’ Von Schelley of Squantwm, 
whose husband, Caron Von Schelley is 
president of the Burkhardt, Brewing 
Co. of Roxbury, became internationally 
prominent when New York papers on 
Sunday said that the activities of Ger- 
man spies in New England seemed to 
have centred about the home of Bar- 
oness in Squantum, “where a weekly 
dinner parties her agents report and 
their information is turned in by her 
to officials of the German govern- 
ment.” ‘Baroness Von Scheliey is the 


only baroness living in that. section 
and is well known in Boston. 
Her father founded the Burkhardt 


Brewing Co. of which her husband is 
now president. The family lives at 
Squantum in the summer and in. Ja- 
maica Plain in the winter. 

Baron Von Schelley is said to be a 
former German army officer who was 

| retired from active duty because of an 

injury, which incapacitated him for 
service. Miss Ruth Von Schelley, who 
‘is about 20-years of age, is. now a stu- 
dent at Bosion art school. Much of 
her education was obtained in Ger- 
many. 

Baron Von Schelley since the be- 
sinning of the war has not so far a& 
is known, expressed whether or not le 
favored Germany in the present crisis. 
it is known. that he reads every paper 
published in Boston and also receives 
daily a German publication. 

Native English people who live at 
Squantum have yiewed him with sus- 
picion, principally because of his birth 
but as'far as is known nothing has 
ever developed that would tend to in- 
elude him in the circle of those @e- 
sponsible for the active German pro- 
paganda conducted = in. the United 
States. 

Today he was asked what his views 
were relative to the reported connec- 
tions of a baroness with the Germany 
spy system. He said he had consulted 
uns attorney and was considering 
action against several newspapers. 

Aceording to the statement in the 
New i papers, owing to the clese 
proximity of Squantum ‘to the Fore 
River Shipyard and the government 
Naval '\i(Magazine at Hingham, the 
Squantum home of the Baroness was a 
valuable asset to the German cause. 

People who live in Squantum do not 
recall any lavish entertaidment of 
forcign officials, as was stated in the 
New York papers. On a clear day the 
tap of the steel electric crane - struc- 
ture of the Fore River yards, six miles 
away, can just be seen over the coun- 
try between Squantum and. Quincy 
Point, but the Naval magazine at Hing- 
ham cannot be seen at all, the maga- 
zine being back in the country at the 
upper end of the Weymouth Back Riv- 
er. From Squantum there is a _ fine 
view of Quincy Bay, Boston Harbor 
and the city of Boston, but residents 
of the place have seen nothing that 
has tended to-arouse their suspicions. 

If the United States Secret Service 
agents have been working at Squan- 
tum they did so unassisted by the lo- 
cal potice, who have not been asked to 
look up any such a case at Squan‘tum. 
Several weeks ago it is. known that 
United States Secret Service men were 
here on a clew that took them to an- 
other part of the city. A _ diligent 
search was made with the aid of the 
local police, but the clew was evident- 
ly unproductive. 

It was recalled today that last April, 
an Army officer was sent here to ex- 
amine a certain concrete piazza built 
in early spring around the house of a 
man supposed to be of German birth. 
This house was said to occupy a com- 
manding site and the piazza was con- 
sidered by the nearest inhabitants to 
be so solid.and so large that something 
more than piazza uses were supposed 
to be in view.

Reed’s Hotel, ‘Squantum, is Now 
Being Demolished 


Reed's hotel, at Squantum, which 
for years was one of the best known 
hostelries ‘near Boston, is being tern 
jown and! the wood ‘sold, the’ funes 
roing to charity. The hotel is situs 
ted on property belonging to the City 
of Boston ahd it had betn planned to 
have teuched a match to it on ithe 
norning of July Fourth for a big bon 
ire. "This idea however “was ‘given 
up oWiag to a gencral, protest, dur- 
ing whieh it was argued that’it would 
be a wanton waste when the mater'al 
contained in the old building would 
furnish many poor frmilies—with 
wood for kindling. 

Now however it is to be demolished 
as it is in a dangerous condition, so 
much so’ that accidents are likely to 
ogeur to visitors to the building. 

The Reed Hotel was one of the best 
known hostelries in New England. 
It was noted for its fish and_ bird 
dinners, and people from miles 
around came to this hotel, which was 
erected in 1764. It stood on what 
vas later known as the Beale estate, 
vhich then comprised Squantum, 
xeing practically an island at high 
vater.

Veteran Pitcher Onty Member of Mc- 
Graw’s Brilliant Team of Ten Years 
Ago to Remain—Schulte Only One 
of the Old Cubs on Deck. ” 


What great changes can come in a 
few years in the makeup of pennant 
winning teams! 

Chris Mathewson is the only survivor 


‘of the 1905 Giants who battled with 


the Athletics in the world series of 
that year. “Wildfire” Frank Schulte is 
the “last Mohican” of the 1907 Cub 
machine. 

But one can move a‘few years near- 
er and find that the wrecking of more 
modern baseball machines has been al- 
most as complete. 

Heinie Zimmerman, Schulte and Jim- 
my Archer are all that is left of the 
1910 pennant winning Cubs. Amos 
Strunk, Ira Thomas and Jack Lapp 
are the only three men still on the Ath- 
letics’ roster who helped to win the 
1910 world series. 

Just five men of the twenty odd 
players who batted under the Tiger 
standard in the 1909 world series are 


still on the Detroit payroll. These men | 


are Ty Cobb, Sam Crawford, Oscar 
Stanage, George Moriarty ‘and Ownie 
Bush. as 

Some Notable Examples, 

Pittsburgh beat the Tigers in that 
series, and only four members of the 
1909 Pirates are still in the employ of 
Sarney Dreyfuss. They are Fred 
Clarke, Honus Wagner, “Babe” Adams 
and Cateher Gibson, 

Great changes have come in the 
makeup of the Red Sox team in the 
past three years. When the Red Sox 
defeated the Giants in that memorable 
eight game 1912 world series the base- 
ball public figured that the Red Sox 
machine was one that would be kept 
intact for many years to come. 

But it hasn't been. Practically half 
of the 1912 Red Sox have since been 
sold, traded or retensed. Jake Stahl, 
who managed the team, was “fired” 
the next season. Yerkes, who covered 
himself with glory around second base, 
is now with the Feds.

ond member of the Boston brigade to 
meet with a violent death while prac- 
tising in Quincy.

He climbed over 
the edge of the steep cliff and landed 
safely on the bottom, 30 feet below, 
but on the return ascent lost his 
footing and plunged backward, strik- 
ing on the pile of rocks below. 

His skull was fractured and all the 
ribs on the right side of his body 
were broken. He died at the City 
Hospital, four 
taken there. 

The circumstances’ of 


hours after he was 
Hartel’s 
death were similar to those surround- 
ing the death of a Roxbury Boy Scout 
who fell from the peak of Squaw Rock 
at Squantum two years ago, while 
endeavoring to install a signal station 
and was dashed to death on the rocks 
below. 

Hartel lay unconscious on the shelf 
of ragged rocks at the foot of the 
cliff where he fell while his friends 
ran for assistance. The cliff was on 
the further edge of the quarry and 
could be reached only by boat be-

Every member of the City Council 


was present Monday evening at the 
first regular meeting since the ad- 
journment the latter part of July. 
There was a large amount of new 


business introduced and considerable 
old business cleaned up, especially the 
street orders upon which the Council 
used up hours in debate during the 
month of July. 


The only debate at the meeting was 
on the resolution of Councilman Yule 
for the appointment of a special com- 
mittee to co-operate with the Mayor 
and Board of Trade in opposing the 
petition of the street railway for an in- 
crease of fares, etc. 

Councilman Griffin thought the 
Council had no right to adopt a reso- 
iution unless the matter had first been 
gone into. “The City Council should 
have more information on the matter. 
The resolve is a bad one.” 

Councilman Beeman said: “The 
resolution should not be passed until 
we know where we stand and whether 
it applies to Quincy.” 

Councilman McGrath thought it did 
apply to Quincy but he was opposed to 
the form of the resolve. He believed 
that the city had a right to be heard 
but should not oppose it on sentimen- 
tai grounds. He favored a large com- 
mittee with power to expend money if 
necessary to go into the financial situ- 
ation of the railroad, This commiitee 
should satisfy itself that the increase 
called for was necessary. 

Councilman Ross was called to the 
chair and President Whiton taking 
the floor argued against the resolution. 
He said that the Board of Trade had 
appointed a committee to investigate 
and report back its findings. “There 
are many things to be considered. We 
should give the corporation enough 
revenue to carry on its business. If 
there are lines in Quincy which do not 
pay I do not know as I want to op- 
pose an increase on them. Many peo- 
ple have their money invested in this 
railroad and they should be paid @ 
dividend. The railroad has raised the 
salaries of its men and corporations 
have a right to live and to earn money. 
1 do not believe it possible to carry 
people from Quincy to East Weymouth 
for five cents.. Do we want to go on 
record to that effect? We want to go 
Let us look at it on the sensi- 
ble side.” 

Councilman Smith did not see any 
harm in the resolution. It was to co- 
operate with the Board of Trade and 
the Mayor and if they found no reason 
to oppose the increase then the com- 
mittee would have nothing to do.

e A WORD TO FRIENDS 

Those esteemed friends of the news- 
paper, the voluntary contributors, 
sometimes lessen the value of © their 
nérvices by forgetting one thing, A 
daily newspaper seeks to record the 
news, and, for want of a ‘better defin- 
Htion, it might ‘be remarked that news 
consists of events of significance and 
interest to a newspaper's readers 
which have occurred since its pre- 
vious edition went to press. 

‘Persons not infrequently send in 
Stems which tell of events happening 
two or three days before. Usually 
these contributions would have made 
good news had they reached the paper 
gt the proper time, but their late ar- 
rival renders them fit only for the 
waste basket. It seems as if anyone 
would see the justice of this, but many 
persons are greatly. incensed becduse 
the items Which they have submit- 
ted, and which perhaps relate some 
happening three of four days pre- 
vious, never see the light of day. 

Another thing which contribiitors 
Bhouki bear in mind is that a news- 
paper cannot accomplish the impos- 
sible. Every bit of news submitted 
mhust be put into type.’ It is obvious 
if ‘an “item” reaches the news desk a 
few minttes before press time, with 
p great mass of matter ‘before it, that 
ifs ‘chance of “catching ‘the edition” 
is not very good. " Perhaps it may 
be printed but in a greatly abbrévidted 
form. In either case the sender is 
likely ‘to be rather angty and to ‘for 
gtt that other material, more promptly 
submifted, should justly have the right | 
of way. 

“Suppose that ‘thé contribution ‘has 
been ‘submitted proniptly.’ ‘ven then 
it may be found impossible to ‘print 
itin full. Linotype operators can set 
only a certain amount of matter in a 
given ‘period of time. ~ If, as usually 
happens, the material at hand is great- 
er than the facilities for turning it in- 
to type it is quite apparent that some- 
thing must be cut. if your article 
chances to be among those subjectéa 
to judicious pruning, be charitable. 
Very likely the other fellow suffered 
worse than you did and at ‘least’ give 
the editor credit for being impartial.. 

GERMANY'S INSULT 

Now it appears that

THE SEAL AND THE FLAG, 

The secretary of the Commonwealth 
has issued a broad leaflet, giving a 
history of the arms and great seal of 
Massachusetts and the flag of the 
Commonwealth. He also gives in- 
formation in regard to Flag day, the 
display of the national and State flags 
on State buildings, the display of the 
United States flag on schoolhouses, 
misuse of State or national’ flags, mis- 
use of foreign flags and display of 
foreign flags or emblems on_ public 
buildings.

In recent 
years more attention ‘than formerly 
has been paid in displaying the flag of 
our country in proper form and _ be- 
stowing upon it the respect due to the 
national emblem. Efforts on the part 
of patriotic organizations to dissemi- 
nate a knowledge of what is required 
by law and established by custom in 
connection with the flag has had a 
marked effect on public opinion, and 
an increased degree of respect for the 
star spangled banner is very notice- 
able. Setretary “Langtry has _per- 
formed a useful sérvice in the publica- 
tion referred to. He has described the 
arms and seal in the language of 
heraldry and placed upon the docu- 
nient the imprint of the great seal by 
ic value and an interpretation.of the 
inscription into modern language. _ It 
would be well if the circular could be 
placed in évery household in the State.

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Defence Should Go Hand in Hand 


/Indianapolig, Sept. 14—This nation 
is ip a perilous position because of 
the European war; we must prepare 
for effective defense; but a standing 
army of adequate proportions is un- 
american. After summing up’ the 
situation thus, John A. Lapp, in a 
statement issued today, suggested the 
application of vocational education to 
the army'and navy as the solution.” 

Lapp, as a member- of President 
Wilson’s commission on vocational ed- 
ucation, drew up the bill that wiil be 
presented to Congress. He is the au- 
thor of Indiana’s vocational law, which 
has been a model for other states. 

Vocational education and national 
defense should go hand in hand, said 
Lapp. If that Way only he said, can 
the nation maintain an adequate 
standing army without tremendous 
waste of ruman energy and _ without 
providing a menace to our democratic 
ideals. 

“We want men trained for war but 
whose thoughts are of peace,” said 
Lapp. “Why not couple up the two 
and while making men efficient for de- 
fensive war make them also efficient 
productive workers? Let us have a 
million men in training all the time 
for effective defense -but let that mil- 
lion be trained all the time for nseful 
employment. Let every camp and 
battleship become a school where a 
few hours a day can be-spent in pre- 
paring for the arts of peace.” 

Lapp said the army and navy offered 
opportunities for vocational training 
in hundreds of different lines to meet 
the needs of the army ‘and navy. 
There is no reason, he said, why the 
army and navy should not do a large 
pait of the work needed for their 
support. 

“Around every army post the gov- 
ernment should own large tracts of 
land for cultivation where the sciences 
of agriculture, forestry and animal 
husbandry in all their phases would 
be taught and from which the troops 
could be supported,” said Lapp. 

Lapp suggested that arrangements 
carpenter, 
plumber or machinist who joins the 
army supplementary education along 
these lines so that he would become a 
better carpenter, plumber or machin- 
ist.

NAVAL SIGNALING. 


and Loweréng Sails. 

The origin of the idea,of using flags 
by day and lanterns by night for sig- 
naling in the navy came into being 
as far Dack as the nriddle ages. 

In those ancient days some one 
thought ont a metleod of raising and 
lowering sails, the number of times 
they were raised or ‘lowered indicating 
the letter that was to be sent. That 
proved very Werrisome: work and was 
superseded in the seventeenth century 
by the use of balls and cones hoisted 
in various positions on the masts and 
booms. 
terns were used. 

In the following century twelve flags 
were used, either singty or in combina- 
tion, and these flags supplied all the 
signaling that was necessary in fight- 


ing, as “Make all saik” “Engage the 
enemy,” “Chase the enemy” or “An- 
chor.” 


When the battle of- Trafalgar was 
fonght the signals were sent by light, 
guns and flares and flags, and it was 
not till after that battle that the sys- 
tem, invented by Sir Home Popham, 
was used and on which are’ based the 
present day, methods of signaling. 

The system of signaling from ship to 
ship by 
Frenchinan named Chappe‘in 1794 and 
adopted in the British mavy a few 
years. later.—-London Teleraph. 


The Scorpion’s Wonderful Ear, 

I have studied the habits »ofthe seor- 
pion for many years and. have often 
noticed how very sensitive scorpions 
are to the most delicate soand, musical 
or otherwise. Under the thorax the 
scorpion has two-combliketappendages, 
which are the antennae (pectinatae). 
It is pretty well settled by -physiolo- 
gists and entomologists that in insects 
the antennae represent the organs of 
hearing. These delicate structures are 
easily, affected by the vibrations of 
sound, and there can be no doubt what- 
ever that they are also affected by 
sounds quite inaudible to the human 
ear, The slightest vibration of the at- 
mosphere from any cause whatever at 
oncé puts in neotion the delicate strue- 
tures which compose the antennae, to 
which organs insects owe the power of 
protecting themselves against danger 
as well as the menuns of recognizing 
the appranch of one another.—London 
Spectator.

THE TONKA BEAN. 


from it We Get the Perfume Known | 
as (New Nown Hay. 

Grass, freshly cut or otherwise, has 
had nothing to do with the production 
ef the perfume labeled “New Mown 
Hay.” The source of the essence is 
really the tonka bean, found in the 
tropical countries of South America, 
chiefly in the valleys of the Orinoco, 
Caura and Cuchivero rivers in Vene- 
vuela and certain sections of Colom- 
bia and Brazil. 

._ The tonka bean tree in some @ases 
reaches a height of sixty feet. It has 
pinnate leaves and large panicles of 
flowers, which are succeeded by a pod 
containing a single seed. The odor, 
which is remarkably strong, resembles 
that of sweet clover new mown hay 
and is due to the presence of cumarin, 
a crystallizable, volatile, neutral sub- 
stance which is soluble in alcoho} or 
ether and«somewhat so ih boiling ‘wa- 
ter, from which it crystallizes on coo!}- 
ing. The beans are often frosted with 
crystals of this substance, giving them 
the appearance of Déing sugar coated. 
The collectors in Venezuela and Colom- 
bia usually set-out for the forests in 
February, when the’ fruit begins’ te 
ripen. They go up the rivers in canoes 
or skiffs by the hundreds, stopping 
wherever tke trees are plentiful, and 
when the fruit begins to fall the pods 
are gathered and tiKen some open 
space where suushine is plentiful and 
there carefully crushed and the beans 
extracted and then spread out to dry. 

When thoroughly dried they are loaded 
into the boats and transported to Cia- 
dad Bolivar or some other convenicat 
port, where they are sold to the ex- 
porting merchants. Here they go 
through the process of crystallization 
by being steeped in strong rum or al- | 
cohol for about twenty-feur hours and | 
then again dried.

gradually merges inte peculiar rosette- 
like foruis.

Plans were practically completed 
this morning for the visit of the Pil- 
zrim Publicity Association to Quincy 
Wednesday as the guests of Mayor 
Campbell, and all that is needed to 
make the day a success is good weath- 
er. 

Mayor Campbell with F. M. Ro!- 
lins, City Clerk Crane and a represent- 
ative of the Ledger this morning went 
over the route to be taken by the visit- 
ors, and it safely can be said that it 
will afford an exceptional opportunity 
to see the city.

FOOTBALL RULES 


Leaders of Game ine Attend Big Inter- 
pretation Meeting 


Nearly 200 front rank football men 
attended the interpretation meeting 
of the rules at New York. But few 
rulings were asked for, an indication 
that real progress has been made in 
the development of rules governing 
play. 

The rulings most 

| brief, were that hereafter members of 


|the attacking team, except the quar-| 


terback, must observe the conditions 
regulating the position of the players 
line of gcrimmage, or they 
must be at least one yard behind the 
line. when the ball is put into play. 

This. makes it impossible for play- 
}ers to be within a foot or two of the 
line, when they have been neither on 
the line or eligible to receive for- 
Ward passes and have caused no 
little confusion and difficulty for the 
officials. 

The forward pass was only slightly‘ 
‘touched upon. The board made two) 
rulings, however. One was that in 
/event of an illegal forward pass being 
made, the referee shall not blow his 
|whistle until’ the ball is actually 
“dead.” Then he shall whistle and 
| bring the ball back. 

On plays involving forward passes 


|it was ruled that members of the at- 


tacking team may interfere with their 
opponents until the ball is actually 
passed. In case one interfering 
spills on opponent and is lying across 
him when the pass is made, this shall 
constitute illegal interference. 

It was pointed out that when a pun- 
ter is run into, even if not roughed, 
when kicking from behind his own 
goal line, a touchback shall be de- 
clared and no distance penalty pro- 
vided. If, when the ‘ball is in the air 
after being kicked and in possession 
therefor, of neither team, the penatly 
for tripping shall be the loss of the 
ball to the opponent by the offending 
side and at the point where the foul 
occurred. 

The board ruled that no distance 
penalty .sHfall be allowed in such 
eases, even when a player is dis- 
qualified for roughness. 

The officials were cautioned to 
make thorough inspections of the sole 
leather pads when such are used by 
the players and to be sure that these 
are sufficiently padded so as not to 
infringe on the rules. 

The question was asked whether, 
with nine men on the line and two be- 
‘ind it, the two guards may drop a 
yard back just before the ball is put, 
into play and then become eligible to 
receive forward passes. It was ruled 
that they would not be eligible. 

It was ruled also that a man mak- 
ing a fair catch when standing with 
one foot on the side line, shall be 
“outside” the 
playing field.

EASY COFFEE GROWING. 


The Plant Flourishes With Little or | 


No Attention In Haiti. 
Coffee, the great staple product of 


Haiti, the West Indian island, grows, 


with little attention. It supplies the 
bulk of the revenues of the govern- 
ment, together with the meager de- 
mands of the simple peasantry of the 
mountains aud valleys whose business 
it is, especially the women and chil- 
dren, to gather it and bring it to the 
seuport towns on tlidir heads and on 
the backs of donkeys and horses. 

This plant is seen on nearly all the 
uplands aud mountain sides of the coun- 
try, and as the product is easily pott- 
able it is brought to market from far 
and near in all conceivable quantities, 
from one or two pounds up to 200 
pounds, accordingly as it is carried on 
the head of a child, the back of a 
horse or in sacks in ox curts.

| is scarcely cultivated at all it goes on

CHILDREN'S EYES AND GLASSES 


The eye is the organ that gives us the 
possible 
for us to enjoy the beautiful. With- 
out it man is placed at a great disad- 
vantage; and, yet many men who 
would leave no stone unturned to save 
the eyes of a horse, will let their chil- 
dren go through childhood or possibly 


through life, with diseased or de- 
formed eyes and do littie or nothing 


forthem. They could barter the horse 
for more dollars if the eyes were per- 
fect, but they can not see far’ enough 
into the future, to realize that the 
child would have a greater earning 
power when grown if his or her eyes 
were perfect, or as near perfect as 
possible. 

Children should not be allowed .to 
enter school before six years of age, 
nor should the child be allowed to 
look much, at pictures, blocks or. any- 
thing requiring close vision for long 
at a time, as fusion of the vision does 
not take place until about the age of 
six, and for that reason children of 
four or five years of age should not be 
sent to the kindergarten as close ap- 
plication of the eyes at this age 
causes more near sighted people than 
any other factor. Children are apt to 
form the habit of halding their books 
close to the eyes while studying; this 
causes a strain of the muscles of the 
eyes both within and on the outside of 
the eyeball, which is another cause for 
near sightedness and isa cause. of 
cross-eyes. 

We often have astigmatism in chil- 
dren, and, in order to see, they must 
hold the book close, and squint the 
eyelids; another cause for cross-eyes. 
We occasionally see a child that is ex- 
ceedingly far-sighted and, who to see 
properly, requires a lens even stronger 
than does the average person at sixty 
vears of age. ha 

Poor vision often accounts for the 


nervous condition, so often found in, 


children, headaches and so-called 
growing pains. Errors in vision very 
frequently cause cross-eyes and if a 
child begins to show symptoms _ of 
cross-eyes, no matter how many, the 
eves should be properly tested, and if 
necessary treated, as such conditions 
usvally increase, and after they have 
reached the stage where one eye only 
is used, the other eye loses its vision 
to a greater or less degree. 

If a child needs classes they should 
be worn, but cheap stores and peddlers 
shouid be avoided. Reputable eye 
specialists should be consulted, for 
young 
persons wearing glasses today who do 
not need them, and many are wearing 
incorrect and injurious glasses,— 
Journal of American Medical Asso. 


TYPHOID FEVER 

Whie the epidemic of typhus fever 
in Europe seems to be on the decrease 
hecause the little insect which trans- 
mits it paradoxically goes into winter 
quarters in summer, the United States 
Public Health Service has issued a 
warning to all quarantine officers to 
keep a sharp lookout for the disease 
among passengers arriving from Greek 
and Italian ports.

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LIME A SUBMARINE APPOINTS TWo 


The Fur Seal in Many Ways Re- 
sembles an Undersea Boat. 


ITS HABITS IN THE WATER. 


Although It Can Swim Only When 
Submerged and Must Rise to the 
Surface Every Few Minutes, it Is a 
Marvel of Speed. 


We have come to regard the soaring 
albatross or ihe condor as the proto- 
type of the aeroplane. When we look 
for a uatural model for the submarine 
we find it well made in the body of the 
fur seal and fully suggested by its 
method of progression in the sea, for it 


| travels there ouly when wholly sub 


merged. 

Unlike, however, the “unterseebote,” 
the fur seal is not fitted for swimming 
on the surface; it only rises there to 
survey, to breithe and to sleep. it 
bever uttempts to swim with head 
above water on any course, no matter 
how short. It rises when undisturbed 
or not alarmed. looks about with head 
and neck well stretched up above the 
surface of the seu. fills its lungs with 
air (literally compressed), turns its 
head down and with its powerful an- 
terior flippers drives itself below the 
surface to the depth of tive or ten feet. 
then abead on that level. Thus sub 
merged the body of the seal glides 
through the water as swiftly as a swal 
low in the uir—it is a vanishing streak 
to our eyes. 

How loug it remains thus submerged 
when traveling no one hus any definite 
knowledge, but the best conseusus of 
opinion gives it a rise at intervals of 
every three or four minutes to breathe 
—that is, a pause of less than two or 
three seconds, with barely more than 
its nose and eyes above the surface, 
for exhalation and renewed inbalation 
—when down goes the trim body te 
speed ahead again. 

When our submarines were first 
brought out a trip of more than 300 
miles from base was the utmost limit 
of their cruising. Today they have 
been so perfected that they can cruise 
safely more than 3,000 miles from that 
base. Therefore in this connection it 
is interesting to know that the fur seal 
makes a submarine journey in the 
north Pacific ocean of more than 5,000 
miles from its base on the Pribilof ts- 
lands, in Bering sea, and then returns. 

An animal which can not only make 
such an extended journey, but can 
Steer its course over an uncharted 
waste from point to point, mouth by 
mouth, with positive regularity and in 
perfect time, wust be a fine type of 
sWituming machine, and it is. 


There is to be observed a close re- | 


seniblance between the cigar shaped 
submarine boat and the body form of 
the fur seal. As we view them lateral- 
ly, this resemblance is complete. They 
are both driven ahead by feathering 
screws, and they are both kept on. the 
level of their submerged course at a 
given distance below the surface by 
rudders. 

Then we observe that the periscope. 
to which the submarine craft owes all 
of its efficiency, is duplicated exactly 
by the seal's nose and eyes and which 
are all that it ever lifts above the sur 
face when startled and in flight of 
passage. 

Again we note that the fur seal as 
a submarine has a great advuntage 
over the bumuan bout—it has eyes that 
cau look ahead and around under wa 
ter—bhow far we do not know, but it 
is reasonable to ussume thut the seal’s 
eye can see as far under water as the 
eye of a camera can, which we have 
the evidence of in good records. 

Then, too, it also Las an acute sense 
of hearing under sea, for we know that 
the whirring of a propeller’s screw 
will drive all the seals away for miles 
around a steamer. We know that be- 


ing vessels were fitted with small aux- 
iliary screws, and these, when put into 
use, had to be removed. 

With reference to the powers of de- 
struction, of course our fur seal boat 
bas ue torpedo tubes, but it can and 
does “shoot its mouth off” at fish with 
a deadly certainty. 

In this connection it is interesting to 
note that seals do not catch fish by 
pursuit of them—unot at all. They 


shoot down from above upon the backs | 


or up from below to strike at the bel- 
lies of their finuy prey. 

How fast these phocine submarines 
can speed up under the stimulus of 
excitement or fear no one knows. But 
it is well known when a vessel is com- 
ing down before a yale of wind from 
the islands, logging fourteen to sixteen 
«nots, that a bevy of fur seals will of- 
ten follow the ship for hours and re- 
peatedly swim by it, swim around it 
and then renew the chuse and circling 
ef it—Henry W. Ellicott in New York 
Times.

‘Ongehour after noon on the twelfth 
jay of February, 1862, the brig Gull, 
beund from Liverpool to the Cape of 
Good Hope, and having forty-eight 
souls. aboard, burned to the water's 
edge and sank, leaving us 850 miles 
off the African coast. 

There was some confusion, of course, 
when. we took to the boats, but we got 
away from the brig in good shape, with 
a0 one lost or hurt and with water and 
provisions enough to do us for a week. 
We were in charge of the boatswain, 
and, but for a terrible accident, I know 
we should have pulled through without 
mishap. or suffering. He was an okdish 
man, a good sailor, and he bad author- 
ity over all in the boat. Besides the 
crew, there were three young men and 
a woman and a girl. The woman was 
the girl's aunt. 

It had come 9 o'clock or later, and 
some. of the men were asleep, when 
the boatswain went forward and stood 
on the thavart with his arm around the 
mast to steady himself. I think he was 
looking about, to’ see if he could find 
anything of the other boats. Just 
how it happened no one could tell, 
though three of us had our eyes on 
bim when he suddenly pitched over- 
board.

The Spheres, Made of Brown Paper, 
; Are. Wonderfully Strong. ; 
Few people could say of what sub- 

stance globe maps are made and woukl 

be astonished to hear that- brown. pa- 
per is the chief material,used.. A mat- 
rix of wood is covered with strips of 
brown papeg which have been well 
smeared with paste. The paper is laid 
on, the. thatrix until it is abqut a six- 
teenth ofan ineh thick and the globe 
looks like a round -football, When this 
paper covering is dry, it is eat, midway 
hetween, what will be the two poles, 
removed from. the matrix, and after an 
axis, has been fixed in it the, two hem- 
ispheres are glued together. Then this 
sphere of brown.paper is.eoated with 

i composition plaster, the ingredients 

of which area trade secret, and again 

left to dry. 

After being tested. to see “that it is 
an exact sphere. the meridians are 
marked on the globe to guide the girls 
who finish the work.. The globe is then 
fixed in a clamp, which holds its axis, 
and a girl takes the engraved gores, 
cut ready for use, and pastes them on 
without overlapping. . Lf the. globe is 
exact the gores -sheuld fit so exactly 
that you cannot see where they are in 
the completed globe. 

When th gores have dried on the 
globe is colored by. a. hand process, 
which is also done, by girls, and then 
pelished,

away- from the maternal roof should 
be very carefully arranged, so as not 
to have a disastrous effect upon the 
happiness of future visits and subse- 
quent wortification and unhappiness, 
which sometimes last alk one's Life. 

Children are lonely little creatures, 
and as their lives are usually very regu- 
lar any departure from the daily rou- 
It is as well for 
a child to be so used to going to sleep 
by himself from the first and to learn 
to help himself as soon as possible. 
But, no matter how carefully guarded 
a child is, there may come a time when 
he will hear some silly talk’ from the 
maids or from other children about 
burglars or ghosts or other nocturnal 
frights, which will upset in an instant 
all the sensible mother training, with 
subsequent difficulty in getting to sleep 
and need for mother’s constant pres- 
ence. 

There ¢ no use in scolding a child for 
such fears, for often grown persons 
have them, although you will find that 
most adult sufferers have had them 
from childhood. Happy now is the 
mother who has made her children 
open with her. She alone can over- 
come these bedtime fancies by judi- 
cious comforting, sensible thrashing out 
of, the subject and diversion in the way 
af introduction of ether stories at bed- 
time. i 

But if'a nervous child must for some 
reason be sent away or intrusted to an- 
other's care at night let the bedtime 
companion. be ¢arefully chosen. Chil- 
dren are much afraid of ridicule and 
Store up many hopes and fears in their 
own little hearts to be worried over at 
bedtime.’ When mother is not there to 
camfort the homesickness may be very 
severe at that time, and somebody who 
knows how to cope with the situation 
can do much to averceme it. “ 

It is an excellent plan always to give 
a baby its water from a teaspoon rath- 
er than from a bottle, because in this 
Way even a tiny baby will learn to 
drink from a spoon—an invaluable 
knowledge when it is necessary to give 
medicine. When a child is sick the 
kidneys are only too prone to be af- 
fected, and it is essential to provide 
plenty of water, especially in cases like 
scarlet fever, where kidney complica- 
tions are more usual than not. 

A child with a tendency to constipa- 
tion or any stomach trouble should be 


,enecouraged to drink plenty of water. 


If it rebels against a full glass give 
half or even a quarter of a glass at a 
time, and make a game of it. It is 
just as important to provide . good 
drinking water as good food, and for 
the first few days at a new place one 
should make the children drink rather 
sparingly until the properties of the 
‘water have become familiar. 


A Word to the Sunburned. 

Sunburn is often extremely painful. 

In many cases where a girl has been 
out in the sun practically all day the 
skin blisters and causes very real suf- 
fering. It is a wise girl who knows 
how to care for her own sunburn, for 
she will save herself a good bit of pain 
by doctoring it at once. 
* When you return to the house after 
a day in the open and find your arms, 
neck and face all rose colored from the 
sun don't stop to question why, but 
The burn 
never hurts the first day, and some- 
times it does not the second day, but 
you will certainly get it the third un- 
less you are very careful. Don’t wait 
until the skin begins to itech and smart 
before you put on a cream, but at the 
first sign of rose color, where white 
usually is, start your doctoring. 

Cocoa butter is excellent to take the 
sting eut of sunburn, and witch hazel 
cream is another fine emollient. Rub 
either one in well at the first appear- 
ance of the burn and then again the 
next day, and you will not be bothered 
much by the pain and itch. 

If you are well burned and do not 
attend to the skin at once you will find 
that the smart and sting onee begun 
ure almost impossible to stop.

MARKETING — 
APPLE CROP 


Washington, D. Cc. Sept 15—Effect- 
ive cooperative organizattons afford 
the best m®@ans for profitable market- 
ing of the country’s increasing apple 
crop, acording to a survey of market- 
ing conditions in the industry just 
published as bulletin No. 302, “Apple 
Market Investigations 1914-15,” 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. In States where apples are 
boxed instead of barreled, growers’ 
associations handle all large pere=at- 
age of the output and in securing 
uniformity in the pack and advanta- 
geous distribution of the crop ars 
much more successful than individual 
producers in other sections. Where 
individuals act independently there 
is little uniformity in. grading and 
much poor fruit is shipped which, in 
seasons of lafge production such as 
1914, cannot be disposed of profita- 
bly. 

Observations in the Chicago market 


showed that 25 per cent of the arriv-| 
als in car-lot bulk, or the eguivalent | 


of 350 carloads, and 10 per cent of the 
barreled shipments, the equivalent of 
about 160 carloads, were of such poor 
quality that the price would not have 
paid the freight charges had these ap- 
ples been shipped “by themselves. By 


throwing out this poor fruit the far-} 


mers would not only have saved the 
cost of packing and = shipping, but 
would have cleared the market for 
their good stock. Similar conditions 
were found elsewhere. 

In this connection it is said that 
the grade and piackage laws now in 
operation in a number of States are 
proving effective in stabilizing the 
market. Uniformity in state legisla- 
tion of this kind, the authors state, is, 
however, most desirable, 

The effect of the war upon the in- 
dustry has been found to be less dis- 
astrous than was apprehended. Be- 
cause of the cheapness of the fruit, 
consumption was stimulated until the 
exports far exceeded expectations 
The German ports being closed, large 
quantities were shipped direct to the 
Scandinavian markets for the first 
time and this should prove of consid- 
erable benefit in future years. Direci 
trade with South America has also 
increased greatly and should continue 
to do so, especially if the growing 
trade in meat products affords addi- 
tional return facilities for shipment. 
Careful selection, grading and packing 
by hand is, however, essential to the 
delivery of the fruit in geod condi 
tion and only stock that may be class- 
ed as “Fancy” or “Extra Fancy” 
should be exported to South American 
ports.

UNSINKABLE LIFE-BOATS 

The periodic recurrence of starting 
disasters at sea keeps the subject af 
efficient life-boats prominently before 
the public, and the apparent failure 
of the life-saving devices in many 
such cases, whether through  defi- 
ciency in the apparatus, or in the 
utilizing and handling the same, fre- 
quently raises this most important 
question. 

Efforts by inveptors are, however, 
not lacking, and only a short time 
ago a new craft was tested out in 
| England ‘with apparent satisfaction. 

In principle it does not seem, from 
the information at hand, that there is 
|very much that is new in it; but in 
| the earrying out of the design unusu- 
ally excellent results have been. se- 
cured in buoyaney, stability § and 
strength, for it can be raised or low- 
lered with great weights without in- 
| jury or distortion, and apparently can 
,be safely launched overboard from'a 
eonsiderable height, as from the upper 
| deck of a ship, in. case ‘of necessity 
{and when davits were not available. 
| In. cases of this kind roller chocks, 
upon which the Woat is adapted to 
rest, would make the operation pos- 
sible. These same checks ean be ar- 
ranged so that a boat can be easily 
|moved forward or aft to a conven- 
ient position far lowering. 

The foundation, so to speak, of this 
boat appears to be three lines of air 
tanks running longtitudinally in its 
bottom, leaving two bilges between, 
in which water coming abdéard can 
collect without incommoding — the 
passengers in ordinary cases. These 
tanks: furnish buoyancy in a_ boat 
twenty-eight feet long by nine feet 
‘beam to support two hundred people, 
although “such a number could no: 
be practically ac@ommodated in actual 
use. Of course, the lines of air 
tanks are subdivided into many sec- 
tions, some forty in number, so that if 
some are damaged so that they leak 
there is still ample floating pawer 
left. This quality makes these boats 
especially valuable in war service, for 
they can be punctured many times by 
bullets without becoming unseawor- 
thy. 

These boats are partially self-emp- 


tying, as pipes are provided that will, 


carry off: all water above the tops of 
the air tanks. 'Phis new style of life- 
boat, known as the Gerard, has been 
satisfactorily tested in England, and 
is soon to be put through a series of 
jtrials in this  country.—Scientific 
American.

SHIPPING TOMATOES 


Beginning Garly, ie in the year and 
continuing until late in the fall to- 
matges are shipped commercially from 
over half of the States of the Union. 
There is probably no other perishable 
vegetable commonly grown.out of 
doors in the Unitea States which ap- 
pears on the market thruogh a longer 
season than does the tomato. 

Florida, of course, with its loca- 
tion and climate, stands as the prem- 
ier tomato State and starts the toma- 
to movement each year in January. 
The Northern States, such as New 
York and Ohio, finish out the season 
in October, and by the time the moye- 
ment is over, approximately 12,000 
cars are moved for table consumption, 
according towa recent survey made by 
the department and published: in Bul- 
letin No. 290, Rail Shipments and Dis- 
tribution of Fresh Tomatoes in 1914. 

Florida ships about half the toma- 
toe® moved (6,000 cars,) with Missis- 
sippi, New Jersey, and Texas handling 
approximately 1,500 cars apiece. The 
other States grow tomatoes in smaller 
quantities, but in. certain districts, 
such as West Tennessee, the crop is 
of great local importance. 

The bulletin presents figures show- 
ing that a total of 12,000 cars were 
moved; but this by no means repre- 
sents the entire tomato crop, since an 
effort was made to exclude those going 
to canneries and catsup factories. 
When demand for tomatoes in the 
markets is heavy, it is more profitable 
to ship the tomatoes which were orig- 
inally intended for the canneries, but 
if the market is weak large: quanti- 
ties are offered for cannyig 

There are certain localities where it 
is more profitable to raise tomatoes for 
canning than for table use. New York, 
Deleware, and Ohio put the btilk of 
their*production into the can, sa that 
the total used for this purpese is more 
than that.shipped for table use. 

Most of the table tomatoes are 
picked when green and wrapped in 
paper, to ripen on the way to market 
in ventilated cars. Texas for.a num- 
ber of years has preferred ta send its 
crop to market picked when ripe and 
shipped in iced cars. Near many cities 
large quantities of tomatoes are 
shipped when fully ripe by électric 
lines, trucks, and other conveyances.

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| fice Fly is Very Valuable—Up to the 
Managers to Make Change. 


| In most ball clubs more time is spent 
at batting practice than in perfecting 
any other department, and yet such 
time is, to a very large extent, wasted. 
Ball players love to bat, and they wil 
spend any amount of time stepping up 
to the plate in rotation and taking a 
wallop at the ball. Yet, in spite of this 
constant practice, batting is weak on 
most ball clubs. 

One of the big reasons is the lack of 
intellizent oversight of the practice. 
When the team goes out for its bat- 
ting practice, as a rule, an inferior 
pitcher is sent to the box, and he sel- 
dom tries very hard to fool the hitters. 
In most cases he is satisfied to lob the 
ball up to the plate and the batter is 
sutistied to make a swing at it-sithout 
trying any particular direction. It’s 
just a cuse of wallop and that’s all. As 
soon as be has hit a fair ball, no matter 
where it goes, he retires and the next 
hitter takes his place. Of real practice, 
with a firm purpose to drive the ball 
to safe territory and a sane study of 
the pitching, there is almost none. 

Few batters go up there with the 
strong intent of meeting the ball right 
and, above all, of avoid 
ing sending up a fly ball. With a sin 
gie exception the hitting of fly halls 
is the worst thing a batter can do, ex 
cept perhaps to strike out. A fly ball 
that a fielder can reach is caught al 
miwost invariably. 

A good fielder does not muff one in 
200 that he reaches in time to get 
both hands on, The exception of course 
is the case of a long outfield fly with 
a runner on third, which operates as a 
sacrifice and seores e run. This is a 
valuable play, but it is the only case 
in which a fly ball operates to the ad 
vantage of the hitting side. A hard 
grounder is much more effective. 

When a fly ball is sent out only one 
man handles it, and it is the easiest 
kind of a ball to handle. When a 
sharp grounder is batted three distinct 
plays are to get the hatter. 
The fielder must make a clean pickup 
of the ball, then an accurate throw, 
and the man on the receiving end must 
catch the ball. 

If batters would mark themselves as 
incompetent every time they send out 
a fly ball in batting practice and try 
with all their might to keep their hits 
low there would be a steady hitting 
and therefore more run getting and 
more games won.

are suppressed the pores are stopped 
up and some complexion defect or oth- 
er will result. 

One must keep the pores of the skin 
unhampered ‘of old ofl and dead ¢u- 
ticle to have a good complexion, and 
when they seem inactive there is noth- 
ing to do but to resort to massage and 
very thorough bathing with hot water 
and a good soup. Cold water is use- 
less against the deep seated dust and 
grease of the skin, even with the aid 
of soup. Moreover, it tends to con- 
tract the pores, making it still harder 
for them to yield their contents Se, 
as a preparation for helpful mussage, 
which is meant further to clear the 
stopped up pores, the face bath must 
not only be hot, but very complete. 

There is much coeutention that soap 
is injurious to the skin. but this is ‘by 
no means true. The influences of soap 
are tonic, antiseptic and cleansing, 890 
that a soay must really be very bad to 
hurt the skin—contain, in fact, the 
strong alkali which scorches and irri- 
tates. A good face bath with very hot 
water and a bland sozp lerves a smvceth 
skin like marble, and with repeated 
and systematic bathing the rough one 
is much improved. Work thick soap- 
suds or a soap jelly well into the pores 
and rinse with repeated waters. Dab 
it partly dry with a soft old towel and 
then sit down with a pot of good cold 
eream or a little almond oil and pro- 
ceed with the massage. 

Begin by massaging the muscles of 
the cheek just in front of the upper 
half of the ear, using the first thre: 
fingers of both hands. Rub outward 
and upward in a circular manner with 
a firm yet gentle touch, covering a 
spot about the size of a silver dollar. 
If the muscles are correctly located 
the upward motion will pull the skin 
taut about the corners of the mouth, 
rubbing out the drooping line at the 
side of the nose. If the face is heavily 
lined here will in time so 
strengthen the muscles that the fur- 
rows will be much softer or disappear 
entirely, 

The cheek muscles, running from the 
corners of the mouth up over the 
cheek bones, are mussaged with a quiek 
clawing movement, which, however, 
must be light and not pinching. This 
operation, if continued for some 
mouths, will positively fill out hollow 
cheeks through giving firmness to the 
underlying The forehead ‘is 
rubbed in the clreular manner upward 
from the inner corners of the eyes and 
outward to remove horizontal Tines, 
while the vertical furrow, which bad 
habits or weak eves wear between the 
must be rubbed with the two 
foretingers only. Figure to yourself 
two long ovals passing over this cen- 
tral forehead wrinkle and use the 
right and left forefinger at the same 
thine about them, running them in con- 
trary directions. This is a very hard 
line to efface, but with patient mas- 
sage and the use of a wrinkle plaster 
ut night the deepest furrow will cer- 
tainly be much softened in time. 

Above and below the eyes the fin- 
gers must touch very lightly, as the 
tissues here ure very delicate, and the 
eye itself, the most precious of the 
bedy’s organs, is very easily injured. 
Use a vibratory movement at these 
points, working from the nose to the 
temples. 

The skin of the nose itself is given 
to morbid conditions, and blackheads 
frequently infest the corners, but the 
Massage of this feature is necessarily 
light, as it is easily got out of shape. 
Rub gently from the tip of the nese 
upward to the top, gently brushing the 
sides of the bridge in the same man- 
ner. Then, with the same upward 
movement, attack the corners where 
the blackheads are. 

To make the throat firm and round 
attack the muscles in a slanting di- 
rection from under the chin to the 
shoulder and then from the middle of 
the throat backward and upward .to- 
ward the ears. As a final move, after 
the whole face and neck have been 
massuged, go all over the skin with a 
light vibratory movement and then 
softly stroke it, the hands passing al- 
Ways upward and outward. 

Massage done in this systematic 
manner keeps the muscles in a firm 
condition and also brings the blood 
to the surface of the skin, which in 
nu short time will much improve its 
coloring. The dry, hard. coarse skin

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EAST INDIAN IDOLS. 


Bome- That Are Guarded and Saluted 
by British Troops. 

In India a British guard of “honor 
presents arms to a stone tiger every 
day. The tiger is regarded by the pa- 
tives as a god who drives away all 
danger and calamity, And once some 
soldiers, in a spirit of mischief, over- 
threw the image from its resting place 
and s@4ait rolling into the valley be- 
low. 

So shocked and scandalized were the 
natives that a revolt seemed imminent, 
and Lord Combermere quieted the ont- 
raged natives by restoring the image 
to its pedestal and ordering the regi- 
ment to s#lute it in full view of all. 
Since that time a British troop has 
kept watch over the tiger idol day ‘by 
day. 

Another Indian idol which is watch- 
ed over by the British is the god 
whose name is Kiak Kiak, equivalent 
to “Lord of Lords,” which is supposed 
to be asleep for 6,000 years and whose 
awakening will be the end of atl 
things. 

Hence the natives of the city of 
Pegu, in Burma, are terribly afraid 
that some one will arouse the god, so 
the British goverument, to avert trou- 
ble, stationed a sentry tliere to prevent 
this catastrophe. 

Once a year a strange custom is ob- 
served in Cairo. <A piece of carpet on 
which, according to tradition, Ma- 
homet once sat and whieh is the most 
famous sacred relic of Islam, is car- 
ried through the streets, and the khe- 
dive and his troops all receive it in re- 
view order and salute it as they pass. 

The relic is guarded most carefully 
at ordinary times, and the officer in 
charge of it each morning must sa- 
lute it with his sword raised, while 
the bugler blows three blasts before it.

The missionary took the hint and | 
armed one of his natives who stood | 
guard outside the church during serv- 
ices.

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: 

On behalf of the National Mount 
Wollaston Bank of Quincy, one of the 
oldest banking institutions in that city, 
and in the interests of its stockhold- 
ers and the community which the 
bank serves, I desire to present cer- 
tain data and arguments which we be- 
lieve disproves the assertion made 
that public convenience and advan- 
tage will be promoted by the estab- 
lishment of another trust company in 
the center of the City of Quincy. 

In discussing this proposition we 
assume that it is the policy of the 
state that where banks are already |o- 
cated and are fairly serving the com- 
munity which they undertake to bene- 
fit, that the introduction of a new o1 
outside institution is not to be en- 
couraged. This is already the estab- 
lished policy in this commonwealth so 
far as it relates to electric light com- 
panies, railroads and other public 
utilities 

We believe that we can show that 
there is no real need or public demand 
for another banking institution in the 
center of Quincy. 

Now, you have heard more or less 
about the growth of the city, its 
growth in population and valuation. 
You have heard that the same two 
banking institutions that have served 
the city in the 50's are the only ones 
now serving Quincy. Such a. state- 
ment is extremely misleading. 

We have at the present time in the 
center of Quincy four banking institu- 
tions, the National Mount Wollaston 
Bank, the Granite Trust Company, the 
Quiney Savings Bank, and the Quincy 
Co-operative Bank, and in Ward 5 the 
Wollaston Co-operative Bank. 

For convenience we will take the 
last five years’ increase in the valua- 
tion and population of the city. In 
1910 the population was 22,642, and in 
1915, 40,344, an increase of about 25 
percent 

During the same period the valua- 
tion in 1910 was $32,490,505; and in 
1915 $43,608,900, or an increase of 
about 33 1-5 percent. 

From 1919 to 1915 the National 
Mount Wollaston. Bank's resources 
have increased from $533,000 de- 
posits to $810,000, or 53 percent, and 
during that period our loans were in 
1910 $505,000 with $100,000, invest- 
ments: and in 1915 loans $708,000, 
With $155,000. investments. 

Our loans and resources, there- 
fore have increased quite as fast as 
the increase in population and valua- 
tion. But the increase in the banking 


facilities over earlier days so far as it} 


relates to the other banks is even 
greater. 

In 1910 the Quincy Co-operative 
Bank had assets of $466,863.68, in 
1815 it had assets of $8445 all 
or nearly all of which was invested in 
Quincy real estate 

During the same period the Quincy 
Savings Bank had in 1910 deposits of 
$4,062 041.58, with a surplus of $342,- 
244.69. The figures for 1915 were not 
available to me at the moment, but in 
April 1914 they had deposits of $4,S00,- 
000 with a surplus of $459,000. 

In their statement printed April 
ist, 1914, they gave their loans on real 
estate as $2,858 238.34, with loans on 
personal securities $225,957, invested 
in bank steck $40,985, invested in pub-

tir funds $348,970, invested in railroad 
| 


bonds $1,272,816.%, and with certain 
other securities amounting in all to 
| $5,265,221.09. 

Of the nearly three million dollars 
in realestate, the treasurer of the 
bank informs me 90 percent is loaned 
in Quincy real estate and the other 10 
percent ts scattering; that of the loans 
of $225,957 personal, 50 percent only is 
in Quincy and 50 percent is in Boston, 
and that they have always been com- 
pelled to go out of town for investment 
| of otherwise idie funds on personal 
loans. 


The Granite Trust Company during 
the same period in 1910 had deposits 
amounting to $558,172.95, and had 
loans of $676,807.89. Of course to the 
deposit should be added its capital and 
surplus and undivided profits. In 1915 
it had deposits of $663,663.75, with a 
capital of $150,000, a surplus of $150,- 
000000, and undivided profits of over 
$100,000, with loans against that of 
$818,946.76 

And in passing let me say that dur- 
ing the last twenty years neither of 
these banks have paid over 6 percent, 
the stockholders have not drawn out 
large profits, they have on the contrary 
left their surpius with the . bank, to- 
gether with their undivided profits, to 
make available to the citizens a larg- 
er capital for investment. 

At the present time we are com- 
pelled to go to Boston to seek invest- 
ment for the funds of both the nation- 
al bank and the trust company as 
well as the savings bank, and there 
has ‘been no period within the last 
nine months when the National Mount 
Wollaston Bank has not had _ idle 
funds which it has been unable to in- 
vest. There has been no time within 
a period of five or ten years when the 
National Mount Wollaston Bank has 
not been compelled to invest a portion 
of its funds in outside loans, and I am 
informed that that also is true not only 
of the two banks, but of the savings 
bank. 

At the present itme the National 
Mount Wollaston Bank has $125,000 in 
outside loans, and since January Ist to 
date we have had from $30,000 to 
$50,000 idle money seeking employ- 
ment, and which we would be glad to 
loan to the citizens and merchants of 
the city of Quincy on a basis of any 
proper credit or security. 

On the other hand it cannot be 
claimed that we have not freely dis- 
counted all proper merchantable paper 
that has been offered to us. As a mat- 
ter of fact the National Mount Wollas- 
ton Bank hes within the last year ac- 
cepted 3019 loans mostly from citizens 
of Quincy. In that period we have de- 
clined only 70, 17 of which had no fin- 
ancial standing whatever, 10 had al- 
ready borrowed to the limit of their 
responsibility, 4 had no bank account, 
and the balance were not safe or 
proper investments for the bank to 
make. 

The officers of the Granite Trust 
Company inform me that in the same 
period they have discounted 4828 notes 
and refused only 54, all of which were 
declined for the reason that they had 
no financial standing or had no avail- 
able resources upon which to justify a 
loan by the officers of the bank. 

It would appear, therefore, from 
ubese figures that the increase in the 
facilities in the hanking have more 
than equalled the increase in valuation 
and population in the city, but the in- 
crease in valuation and population in a 
city situated as is Quincy has not the 
force that it would have in a com- 
munity further from Boston. 

The Mayor has instanced many cit- 
ies a great distance from Boston like 
Salem, Taunton, and Pittsfield, but no 
cities has he instanced in greater 
Boston or contiguous to Boston as is 
Quincy. 

The Neponset River only divides 
Quincy from Boston. Wealthy and 
| populous Ward 5 and the large grow- 
ing Ward 6 lie between Quincy and 
Boston and are within five or six 
miles of Boston. Quincy center is but 
eight miles away from Boston, and a 
great many people living to the north 
of the center always have and always 
will bank in Boston irrespective of the 
number of trust companies located in 
Quincy. 

The residential part of Quincy like 
many other places near a large metro- 
polis is only used as bed room to the 
city. Likewise the increase in valua- 
tion is misleading. We have had au 
enormous increase in valuation caused 
by the erection of dwelling houses in 
Wards 5 and 6. It iSn’t for business 
purposes. They are adequately taken”

The Beloved 
Art of 
Soothing 


There are many types of femininity, 
but perhaps the rarest and most ap- 
preciated is the girl who ~ soothes 
There are so many Vivacious girls, 
types which excite one to mirth or to | 
lively interest, but there is only one 
girl in a hundred who soothes. She is | 
like the oasis in the desert, restful, re- | 
freshing, welcome to one and all. The 
woman with the keen wit, she of the 
bubbling mirth, the girl with the lan- 
gxuorous manuer, all are of interest at 
times and under certain conditions, but 


‘the girl who soothes never fails to at- 


tract Wherever she may be. 

It is she who smoothes down your 
ruffied feelings when circumstances 
seem to have conspired against your 
peace of mind. If your dressnmker 
has failed to deliver your new frock at 
the promised time or if your maid has 
just broken your favorite bit of china, 
you take your troubles to the girl who 
soothes and come away feeling much 
better for her cheering words. 

To learn this most difficult branch ,of 
social diplomacy—namely, the gentle 
art of soothing—you must have, first of 
all, a goodly share of intuition. There 
are times when your ruilled friend may 
want you to ignore ber very apparent 
perturbation. At other times she may 
be just waiting for you to speak a 
word of sympathy or perhaps to touch 
upon the upsetting subject in order to 
burst out with her whole tale of. woe. 
Your intuition will have to tell you. 

One of the first things for you to 
learn in the gentile art of soothing is 
never to disturb your friend's poses. 
There is nothing quite so ruffling as to 
have one’s pose detected. If a friend 
is a chronic invalid (with nothing real- 
ly the matter) sympathize with her 
imagined aches and pains just as if 
they were real. ; 

If a friend has her mind all made up 
to be a martyr let her be one and don't 
suggest possible ways out of her mar- 
tyrdom. She will rant on for hours on 
the subject of all she has to undergo. 
and it would be fatally tactless to dis- 
turb her in this pose. If she imagines 
her husband untrue to her just be- 
cause he has had to consult a woman 
client on a matter of business, condole 
with her by all means, whether you 
think her foolish or not. 

You must never suggest by any 
chance that your confidant was in the 
wrong in a quarrel. If she tells you at 
length how Bobby and she no longer 
speak to each other because he is so 
ridiculously jealous, smooth her down 
in your most tactful way. Suggest that 
3obby would not be so jealous if he 
did not care for her; never intimate in 
the faintest way that she would give 
uny one ample cause for jealousy.

Ow Lighthouse Lady Teaches 
Evrope’s War Blinded Men. 


@ by Underwood & Underwood. 
MISS WINIFRED HOLT. 


Miss Winifred Holt, secretary of the 
New York Association For the Blind. 
writes from Paris, where she has gone 
to establish with the help of French 
military authorities permanent sur- 
roundings and occupations for soldiers 
blinded by war: 

“The purposes of the committee are 
to find the blind sufferers, some of 
whom are marooned in improvised hos. 
pitals, farmhouses or chateaux, and 
many of whom are segregated in the 
large hospitals or Red Cross stations. 

“The committee will send visitors 


and teachers to these blind soldiers, | 


furnish them with entertainment 
through reading, games, ete., and for 


those physically able it will start the, 


task of putting eyes on their finger 
tips and giving them ‘light through 
work.’ : 

“We have found all the blind men in 
the hospitals of Paris and some in their 
homes. I estimate,that there must be 
from 3,000 to 4,009 blind soldiers in 
this immediate neighborhood. 

“We have begun teaching in the hos- 
pitals here and have among our pupils 
two very interesting and grateful blind 
officers who will make good teachers 
and attractive agents for the Paris 
Lighthouse when it is opened. 


“The committee will seek to consider, 


the men’s individual interests and abil- 
ities and as far as possible to train 
them in 
which their blindness has temporarily 
untitted them or to find new openings 
in which they may become wage earn- 
ers. 

“When they have become proficient 
it is hoped wherever possible to re- 
turn them to their home surroundings 
with the knowledge and tools to make 
them self helfful. When this is not 
practical it is hoped to establish them 
in congenial surroundings, where they 
may again have a feeling of inde- 
pendence and well being. Without 
prompt expert assistance soon after 
loss of sight the blind man is apt to 
become despondent, to lose his intelli- 
gence or to drift into an apathy from 
which it is difficult, if not impossible, 
to arouse him later. 

“The work ts very heartrending, but 
unspeakably essential. We found a 
blind soldier the other day who had not 
left his room in the hospital since the 
accident and was afraid to walk. After 
we told him of Fawcett’s wonderful 
life the man jumped up, looking a new 
human being, and, to the amazement 
of his nurse and everybody else, strode 
forth, with his head lifted high, into 
the corridor.and walked up and down 
with bis hands behind his back like 
any other proud man. That is what 
hope does for these people, who were 
desperate until we brought them light. 

“I wrote you last week of the young 
officer who was blind, had lost his arm 
and had only two fingers remaining on 
his right hand. He is doing wonder- 
fully and is full of hope and light, His 
fiancee comes from Corsica to see him 
at the end of the week. I am to see 
her before she has the shock of receiv- 
ing what remains of her soldier, so as 
to prepare her to appreciate what life 
may still hold for them both.” 

Miss Holt wrote that there should be 
a corps of at least fifty teachers to cope 
with the work and that funds were 
badly needed for materials for work 
and clothes. She hopes her American 
friends wil] send her a million dollars. 
“I can use all of it and to good pur- 
pose,” she writes.

Grotesque Native Fashions on the 
West Coast of Africa. 

A somewhat amusing deScription of 
the arrival of a ship on the African 
coast nelr Sierra Leone is given by 
Mrs, Horace Tremlett in her book 
“With the Tin Gods.” She says the 
ship was met by a multitude of primi- 
tive native canoes manned by naked 
savages, but evidences of civilization 
Were not lacking in the later arrivals. 

“They were followed in a more lei- 
surely and decorous fashion by boats, 
also containing colored people, but 
clothed aud apparently in their right 
mind, and these climbed up the com- 
panionway and swarmed in dozens all 
over the decks and into the saloons, 
taking possession of the ship. No one 
appeared to resent their behavior, and 
they crowded into the drawing rooin, 
loiling about on the settees and chairs. 
Some of them thumped out hymns and 
eakewalks with merciless enthusiasm 
on the piane, while the others whistled 
or sang the tune in various and diver- 
gent keys. They had evidently come 
on board to enjoy themselves, and ev- 
ery black face was decorated with an 
expansive and genial grin of pleasure. 

“The men were dressed in decent 
ready made suits of dark tweed or 
ejoth and, thongh adorned with a good 
deal of jewelry in the way of watch 
chains, pins and rings, were quite pre- 
sentable. But their womenfolk were 
the most ludicrous caricature of civ- 
ilization it is possible to imagine. 
Many of them wore silk and satin 
dresses; frilled, gathered and draped 
about their bulky figures. Red and yel- 
low appeared to be the most popular 
colors, although purple and green were 
a close second, and | remember a very 
striking costume of emerald green vel- 
vet with bright pink satin facings and 
frills of deep coffee colored lace that 
surely must have been the envy of ali 
behoiders Iiuze hats of grotesque 
shapes were perched indifferently on 
their black woolly heads. Magenta 
feathers strove with scarlet poppies, 
and vivid blue roses wrestled with yel- 
low ribbons on a mauve hat. 

“Bangles and chains composed of ev- 
erything from colored glass to fine 
gold jingled and ratiled as they moved 
about and glistened equally with their 
coal black eyes and gleaming white 
teeth. They chattered and gibbered 
like a troop of monkeys, and pande 
monium reigned on board for several 
hours. It transpired that they were 
the native aristocracy of Sar’ Leone, 
merchants and traders with their la 
dies, Who made a point of boarding the 
mail boat whenever possible, generally 
to bid farewell to one of their number 
who is traveling down the coast. They 
look upon it as a legitimate excuse for 
a spree, and as a lirge proportion of 
the ship’s cargo depends upon their 
good will they are encouraged to make 
the most of the oecasion.”

In no part of the home has there 
been a greater change in the furnish- 
ings than in the nursery. Formerly 
uny old piece of furniture was thought 
good enough for the children’s room. 
Ouly an extravagant or careless house- 
keeper would put good furniture in a 
nursery to be crawled over and _ per- 
haps soiled by muddy boots or grimy 
fingers, 

The first change in. this condition 
came when the cry for sanitation in 
the home swept through the land. Aft- 
er practicaliy every other room in the 
house had been swept and garnished 
to the satisfaction of the sanitation ex- 
perts the reform struck the nursery. 
The little peopie lost not only their 
worn sofas, ragged rugs and common- 
place pictures, but practically every- 
thing in the shape of furniture except- 
ing enameled iron cots and straight 
backed enameled chairs. Rugs were 
an abomination and pictures accumu- 
lated dust, parents were told. 

And now aguin after every other 
room in the house has received the at- 
tention of architects and decorators 
the little people have come into their 
own. Parents as well as educators 
have come to realize the importance 
of environment upon thé young as well 
as upon older persons. New nurseries 
and playrooms are just as beautiful 
and as individual as the rest of the 
house. This does not mean that in the 
new nursery the question of sanitation 
is overlooked, only that parents have 
come to realize that the aesthetic sense 
of the young child may be influenced 
by its surroundings, without in any 
Way lessening the hygienic quality of 
the rooms. 

In the new nurseries the floors are 
always made so that they can be easily 
washed. Though hardwood tloors are 
considered durable as well as sanitary 
and beautiful, many persons, parents, 
educators und decorators, prefer nurs- 
ery linoleum, which is said to be sani- 
tary and easily kept free from dust 
and which has the added advantag 
of being made with figures of Mother 
Goose and animals and birds scattered 
over its surface. 

When a hardwood floor is preferred 
for a nursery rugs with all sorts of 
quaint and beautiful figures are to be 
had. When the child first begins to 
walk all rugs should be carefully held 
in place by thumb tacks to prevent the 
baby from slipping on them. 

When coloring the walls it is well to 
remember that a delicate shade of yel- 
low has a brightening effect and is not 
injurious to the child's eyes. Where 
the room is bright and cheerful nat- 
urally a delicate shade of green is the 
color favored. 

There are many charming designs in 
wall paper made especially for nurse- 
ries. Among the all over patterns 
shown by one firm which makes a 
specialty of furnishing and decorating 
nurseries there 4s one with scenes from 
“Mother Goose” in delicate shades 
with touches of red on a pale buff 
background. _ Thefe is another with 
Little Bo Peep and her lambkins on 
a delieate shade of green. Then there 
are others with fairies. with elves and 
ail manner of interesting make believe 
people. One just suited for a boy’s 
room has flamingoes and other won- 
derful birds in a tropical forest. 

The point to remember about actual 
furniture is simplicity and durability, 
articles that can be easily scrubbed in 
case of contagions. Put nothing in a 
ehild’s room that he cannot manage 
and master—chairs seated to his size 
and shelves that he can reach—and al- 
low plenty of boxes and cubbyholes, 
where his precious, favorite junk can 
be treasured and respected.

John F. Wentworth of 27 Miller Stile 
road, a draughtsman employed at the 
Charlestown Navy Yard has been en- 
gaged in experimenting with the possi- 
hilities of using non-volatile fuel in ex- 
plosive engines for the past fifteen 
years and last year he presented the 
result of his work to the Engineering 
society in New York, It has resulted in 
establishing certain new principles in 
thermodynamics as applied to oil en- 
gines. 

The new principles discovered by 
Mr. Wentworth give promise of over- 
coming these obstacles and he is at 
present engaged in preparing a set of 
plans of an engine for use in submar- 
ines, or for that matter they could be 
readily used in battleships, 
tives or auto trucks. The fuel which 
Mr. Wentworth proposes to use in his 
engine is the refuse from raw petroe 
leum which has a consistency not far 
from molasses, and is the same fuel as 
now used in naval vessels.

What Happened When He Was Called 
Upon to Square Accounts. 

On May 7, 1833, says F. F. Browne 

in “The Everyday Life of Abraham 


| Lincoln,” Lincoln was appointed post- 


master at New Salem, Ill, by Presi- 
The duties of the posi-

The office was too insiguificant to be 
censidered politically, and it was giv- 
en to the young man because every 
one liked him and because he was the 
only map willing to take it who could 
make out the returns.

Meanwhile his struggle with 
poverty was unabated, and he had 
often been obliged to borrow money 
from his friends to purchase the burest 
It was at that juncture 
that a government agent called to 
make a settlement of the old postofiice 
accounts. The interview took place in 
the presence of Dr. Henry, who thus 
described it to Mr. Browne: 

“I did not believe he had the money 
op hand to meet the draft, and I was 
about to call bim aside and offer to 
lend him the money when he asked 
the agent to be seated. He went over 
to his trunk at his boarding house and 
returned with an old blue sock, in 
which a quantity of silver and copper 
coins was tied up. Untying the sock, 
he poured the contents upon the table 
and proceeded to count the coins. _ 

“The government agent found that 
the pile contained the exact amount 
of the draft to a cent and in the iden- 
tical coins that Mr. Lincoln had re- 
ceived. He never under any circum- 
stances used trust funds.”

England Has Effective Methods of 
Detection

London, Sept. 6, (By 
admittedly thoreugh and _ efficient 
German spy system is up against 
most thorough and efficient stump in 
England. 

‘One of the unhealthiest obstacles for 
agents of the enemy's intelligence de- 


‘partment is the anti-spy section of 
' Scotland Yard. 
Official reports, just issued, show 


that ten alleged spies of yarious na- 
tionalities, all of whom were declared 
to he working for Germany, were 
bagged before any one of them had 
been in England three weeks. Four 
readily confessed. 

This list, however, represents but a 
fractional part of the most recent 
friuts of the British dragnet. Qn two 
occasions, it is unofficially declared, 
the authorities in London cleverly’ 
maneuvered to round up dezens of 
spies who had been operating in Lon- 
don in the guise of British army ofli- 
cers. The method was as simple as it 
was effective. The war office is said 
to have informed all army officers in 
the metropolitan area to refrain on a 
certain day of recent date from travel- 
ing on any trains of the great system 
of underground railways of the met- 


ropolis. The order was _ strictly 
obeyed.

“Americans must not feel ill toward | 
the British authorities if necessary 
precautions are taken to prevent the!

the war office to the United Press. 
“They must realize that Germany is 
net above forging the. official seal of 
the American State Department and 
has, perhaps, forged scores of these) 
dgcuments in an attempt to safe-con- 
‘duct their spies into England and} 
other belligerent countries.

If any club is going to go above .588 
that club will have to cut looseffrom 
the rest of the bunch and run ¢com- 
pletely away from everybody. It does 
not seem likely any of the clubs can do 
that, 

Four clubs have been bunched 
around the top, and all seem of almost 
equal strength: None has been able to 
pull far aliead of the othér. The race 
is getting hotter all the time, so the 
chances for a new record in low per- 
centage are very good. 

In the American league things are 
diferent. ‘here is a bigger difference 
in division clubs. Boston has been well 
over the .G00 mark for some time, and 
Detroit has beaten that figure. There 
does not seem much chance for the 
winning team to be under .600.

The Commissioner of Public Works, 
with the Mayor's approval, has recent- 
ly advanced all water rates. The new 
rate for small and moderate users is 
25 cents per 100 cubic fect. To my 

| mind there was no justification for this 
increase in rates. In 1914 nearly 
6000 water takers, paying nominally 
23 cents per 100 cubic feet, really paid 
31 1-2 cents for the amount of water 
they actuaily used. And this year they 
| will pay 33 1-2 cents per 100 cubic feet, 
‘or 14 1-2 cents per 1000 galons. 
| J estimate that the total ieceipts 
| from water takers for 1915 will be 
} over $180,000. This is a conservative 
| estimate based on 1914 consumption 
j}and receipts. This amount will cover 
the total expenses of the department, 
jineluding $65,500 maturing bonds. 
There will be no deficiency to charge 
in. the generai tax levy and thus the 
water takers alone will have to bear 
the whole burden of debt and main- 
tenance. I submit that this is unjust 
and unfair and.is @ needless and bur- 
densome tax on the consumer. 

In 1914 the difference between 
charges and income $30,711. went into 
the tax levy. I contend that the total 

}amount of maturing Donds should be 
paid for by the city as a whole and 
should not be saddled upon the water 
users. The bonds were issued for the 
old plant and for additions to it. For 
sewer construction the city pays one- 
half the cost; the land directly bene- 
fited pays the other half, whethei 
there is a vacant house on it or not. 
It is fair and just that the city should 
pay part of this cost “because of the 
benefit to the community. It is of equal 

| benefit and advantage to the city to 
have a syster? of good water supply: 
therefore, the city as a whole shouid 
pay for the first cost of the plant. 
This seems to be all the more reasan- 
able when you consider that our water 
mains have to be of greater size and 
cost than would be necessary for do- 
mestic purposes, in order to provide 
| fer city requirements and the hydrant 
service for fire protection, It is mani- 
festly unjust and unfair to impose the 
whole burden of cost of plant upon the 
| actual users of water and exempt from 
| payment non-users and thousands of 
lots of vacant land which have been 
enhanced in value because they are 
accessible to Metropolitan water. 

_ Part of.the yearly Metropolitan as- 
sessment goes to pay for the cost of 
Metropolitan water system, and every 
foot of land in Quincy has an interest 
in it. It is not right or just that the 
Quincy water-takes should pay ex- 
cessive rates, for the Quincy plant, and 

| the Metropolitan plant and allow the

By law 
the maturing bonds must be charged 
to receipts, but instead of charging the 
water takers 25 cents per 100 cubic 
feet, the rates should be fixed so that 
the income shall take care of all 
costs and charges except the maturing 
bonds.

it Cured Morgan Robertson of His 
Morbid Obsession. 

In the course of his psychic studies 
Morgan Robertson, fhe well known 
writer of sea stories, had acquired a 
belief that he would some day go in- 
sane. This preyed on his mind so at 
intervals that he would figure out 
schemes to test himself and determine 
if he reaily had Jost his mind. 

We finally indnced him to go to 
Bellevue hospital, mainly for a rest. 

With a cunning that was as amusing 
as it was pathetic he took advantage 
of it in a way least expected. He in- 
sisted on going alone. 

Arriving there, he told the physician 
in charge of his belief that he would 
some day go insane. He would give 
no particulars, and that explained why 
none of us heard from him for two 
weeks. They had placed him in the 
psychopathic ward! 

It was a week before he knew that 
they thought him an insane patient and 
bad bim under observation. The expe- 
rience thoroughly cured him of his 
morbid belief—fad, it really was. 

One afternoon, soon after his dis- 
charge from the hospital, Robertson 
joined a party of us in a billiard room, 
where one of his friends had just won 
the tournament cup. 

“How goes it, Morgan?’ one of his 
friends inquired. 

“Boys,” be announced in that bellow- 
ing bass voice, “I'll never have to 
write another line. I’m no longer a 
slave to magazine editors. My books 
are selling, and | have here”—he reach- 
ed 4uto an inside pocket—“a certificate 
showing that I am not insane.” He 
was deadly serious. 

A few of the party, unfamiliar with 
the eccentricities of Robertson, began 
to edge away.

DRY BULBs IN FALL.

In the fall, after the tops are 
killed by frost, lift the tubers 
carefully and lay them in a shal- 
low box in the sun until they are 
very dry. With a coarse cloth 
rub every particle of earth off 
the tubers aud next cut the plant 
stem off close down to the tuber, 
Next prepare some common sand 
by having it thoroughly dried. 
Put a little in the bottom of a 
box of suitable size to hold the 
bulbs; then put in the bulbs and 
fill the remainder of the box 
with sand. Be sure the sand 
completely covers all the bulbs. 

Put the box in a dry place for 
ten days or two weeks, then 
bring it out. Go carefully over 
each bulb and see if the end of 
the stem close to the balb has 
dried off properly. 

Many of them will be dry and 
clean. but there are apt to be a 
few with a smal! spot of decay 
just where the stem was cut off. 
Carefully dry this out . 

Pack the bulbs away again, as 
before, in the sand and place 
the box in a cool closet where 
the temperature does not drop 
below 40 degrees nor rise much 
above 50 degrees. Here they will 
be quite certain to keep in good 
condition until planting out time 
in the spring.

YE OLDEN DAYS 


Editor Ledger: 

A little while ago I was in Quincy 
‘and walked down Hancock street, that 
part in the vicinity of Town brook, 
|known when I was a boy as “Paddy 
| Hollow.” Not having been there for 
several years, I was overwhelmed 
with surprise to witness the changes; 
to see the buildings on the lower part 
of the Packard.estate, and on the op- 
posite corner, also across the street 
on the Panton estate and to the south 
where ‘H. M. Faxon is having a large 
tract of land excavated for block. 

I stood on the spot and wondered

A New Swimming Doll. 

Anew and interesting toy is a rubber 
doll that swims.

He holds 
that a glass of clear, cool water taken 
half an hour befgre meals is the best 
appetizer and stimalant for the gastric 
secretions and that this is a gospel to 
be spread and _,practiced a little more 
freely by the medical profession, He 
says: “The money a municipality in- 
vests in public, baths, floating baths, 
seaside baths and swimming pools will 
give splendid returns in the saving of 
lives, directly and indirectly—indirect- 
ly, by making people cleam physically 
and morally, by preventing disease 
through the cultivation of cleanliness 
and by making the people more vigor- 
ous and thus resistant to the invasion 
of disease; directly, by teaching every 
future citizen, man or woman, how to 
swim and to save his life in the event 
of accident.”

Those races that. use much garlic in 
their food are those that are least sus- 
ceptible to tuberculosis, Many doctors 
in Burope treat tuberculosis with gar- 
lic, giving it internally in the form of a 
sirup, externally in the form of pou!- 
tices or making their patients inhale 
au infusion. 

The essential principle of garlic, that 
which acts upon the system, is allyl 
sulphide. This also causes the charac- 
teristic and to many persons disagree- 

able smell.—New York World. 


Sickness In Metals. 
Metals, like human beings, suffer a 
condition which may be termed “‘dis- 


ease. Morbid changes, so to speak, 
occur in the pieces of metal once in 


awhile, and frequently these conditions 


are beyond control. Scientists are at a 
loss to explain exactly what it is that 
feauses a perfectly sound appearing 
| piece of metal to change its structural 
|strength when not under apparent 
pressure or action of either mechanical, 
| physical or chemical character. Defi- 
cieucies in metal are often overcome 
| by getting a happy medium between 
sufficient pressure to cause the metal 
to flow uniformly and a pressure not 
so great that it will cause complete 
rupture. But these are mechanical 
changes. The other changes might be 
called patholggical. The illness of a 
piece of metal ofter continues progres- 
sively and’ ends seriously.—New York

Mount Rainier and Its Majestic 
_ Frozen Rivers, 


GRIPPED BY GIANT GLACIERS 


Their Huge, Wrinkled, Frosty Arms 
Reach Down and Out Among the 
Most Luxuriant poms. of Wild Flow- 
ers to Be Found tn This Country. 


A frozen octopus of enormous bulk 
whose glittering armored body rises 


three miles into the sky, with twenty — 


or more huge wrinkled arms reaching 
down among thousands of acres of the 
most gorgeous and luxuriant wild flow- 
ers to squirt fromy each fingertip a riv- 
er of ice water into the valley below! 

Surely a quotation from the “Arabi- 
an Nights” or a ghost tale to frighten 
children on Halloween! 

But no. However figurative, this is 
a true statement of an actual fact. 


There really exists such an ice armor- | 
ed octopus in these United States, It | 


is a justifiable description of the most 
juteresting mountain in Uncle Sam’s 
dominions and perhaps in the world. 
Mount Rainier is in the state of 
Washington, fifty-six miles southwest 
of Tacoma. It is one of that celebrat- 
ed range of volcanoes which were sup- 
posed to be extinct until Lassen peak 
broke forth again. Rainier, though 
supporting one of the most remarkable 
single peak glacial systems in -the 
Werld, emits steam from certain crev- 
ices, evidence of present internal heat. 
In height Rainier is second in the 
United States only to Mount Whitey. 
The altitude of the main summit has 
for many years been in doubt. Several 
figures have been announced from time 
to time, no two of them in agreement 


| with each other, but all of these, it is | 


to be observed, were obtained by more 
or less approximate methods. In 1913 


the United States geological survey, in | 


connection with its topographic sur- 


veys of the Mount Rainier National | 


purk, made a new series of measure- 
ments by triangulation methods at 
close range. These give the peak an 
elevation of 14,408 feet. This last fig- 
ure is not likely to be in error by more 
than a foot or two and may with some 
confidence be regarded as final. Great- 
er exactness of determination is scarce- 
ly practicable in the case of Mount 
Rainier, as its highest summit con- 
sists actually of a mound of snow, the 
height of which naturally varies some- 
what with the seasons and from year 
to year. 

This crowning snow mound, which 
Was once supposed to be the highest 
point in the United States, still bears 
the proud name of Columbia crest. It 
is essentially a huge snowdrift or 
snew dune heaped up by the furious 
westerly winds. 

Six great glaciers originate at the 
very summit. They are the Nisqually, 
the Ingraham, the Emmons, the Win- 
throp, the Tahoma and the Kautz gla- 
ciers. But many of great size and 
Stateliness are born of the snows in 
rock puckets or cirques—ice sculptured 
bowls of great dimensions and ever 
increasing depth—from which they 
merge into the glisteging armor of the 
huge volcano. The most distinguished 
of these are the Cowlitz, the Paradise, 
the Frying Pan, the Carbon, the Rus- 
sell, the North and South Mowich, the 
Puyallup and the Pyramid glaciers. 

More than twenty glaciers, great and 


small, clothe Rainier—rivers of ice, with |

Each glacier, whether originating at 


attains sufficient density and weight 
to acquire movement. Here, looking 


down into a crevasse, one sees nothing | 


but clean snow, piled in layers—slight- 
ly compacted and loosely granular 
snow, called neve in the Swiss Alps. 
Gradually as the current sweeps along 
it compacts, under the pressure and the 
surface meltings, into hard, dense, blue 
ice. 

In glowing contrast'to this marvelous 
spectacle of ice are the gardens of wild 
flowers surrounding the glaciers, push- 
ing, wherever the rock and ice will per- 
mit, up the giant slopes. These flow- 
ery spots are called parks—Spray park, 
St. Andrews park, Henry's hunting 
ground, Paradise, Summerland and 
mmany others. 

“Above the forests,” writes Jobn 
Muir, “there is a zone of the loveliest 
flowers, fifty miles in circuit and near- 
ly two miles wide, so closely planted 
and luxurious that it seems as if na- 
ture, glad to make:an open space be- 
tween woods so demse and ice so deep, 
were economizing the preciofis ground 
and trying to see how many of her 
darlings she can get together in one 
mountain wreath—daisies, anemones, 
eoluinbine, erythroniums, larkspurs, 
etc,, among which we wade knee deep 
and waist deep, the bright corollas in 
myriads touching petal to petal. Alto- 
gether this fs the richest subulpine gar- 
den I have ever found, a perfect flower 
elysiuin.” 

The lower altitudes of the park are 
densely timbered with fir, cedar, hem- 
lock, maple, alder, cottonwood and 
spruce. The forested areas, extendiag 
to an altitude of about 6,500 feet, grad- 
ually decrease in density of growth 
after an altitude of 4,000 feet is reach- 
ed, and the high, broad plateaus be

Are All Required In Order to 


Help the Right People Meet, 


Each Other and Keep the 
Wrong Ones Apart. 


ERHAPS more people experience 
a feeling of self consciousness 
when making or receiving an 

; introduction than at any other 
tifhe in their social careers. They 
stammer and flush and altogether mix 
up what is reaily a very simple process, 
but which, under the stress of embar- 
rassment, becomes for them a perfect 
bugbear. There are only a few main 
points to be remembered about making 
an introduction or receiving one, and 
after that the introducer and intro- 
ducees may give their personalities 
full swing and thus bring into the in- 
troduction an individuality that makes 
the presentation memorable. 

In the first place, don't bring people 
together who should never meet if 
there is no occasion or necessity for 
their meeting. Promiscuous introduc 
tions are a thing to be avoided like hot 
cakes in hot weather; they are foolish 
and won't mix. There is no necessity 
when you stop for‘an exchange of 
formalities on the street or in a shop to 
introduce your companions in a whole- 
sule manner. If the conversation 
promises to be long drawn out or at 
all general then introductions are in 
order; otherwise they are just a 
stretching of a point of etiquette. It is 
very nice to have your friends know 
each other; but, again. it is often far 
better that they should not become ac- 
quainted with each other. Their mu- 
tual friendship with you is not always 
suflicient to balance natural antipa 
thies in each other. One girl showed 
exceptional wisdom in keeping frem 
meeting two very dear friends whom 
she loved so dearly that she would not 
run the risk of their possible dislike 
for each other. 

“What shall I say when I am intro- 
duced to a voung man?’ asks Miss 
Sixteen. In the first place. Miss Six- 
teen, you are not introduced to a young 
min, Rather he is presented to you by 
some one who either first usks your 
permission or knows that you will not 
object to meeting the stranger. The 
proper order of introduction is a man 
{oa Woman every time, mentioning the 
woman's nhume first, as “Miss Brown, 
let mine present Mr. Black,” or “Miss 
Brown, I do not think you are ae- 
quainted with Mr. Black,” or simply, 
“Miss Brown, Mr. A younger 
womsn fs always presented to an older 
wolman, and a younger man to an older 
man if there is much disparity of age. 
In introducing one person to a party 
of people try to do it as gracefully as 
possible, inentioning the neweomer'’s 
ame first, as “Miss Brown, let me pre- 
rent Mr. Black; Miss White, Mrs. 
tireen.” ete. It is an awkward end 
embarrassing situation to make the 
vounds of a party with a newcomer 
ind toe introduce him to each in turn. 
One thing to remember in making an 
introduction is to get the names dis 
tinctiy, If you are not sure of 1 name 
don't mumble it, but rather ask the 
person himself to repeat it. A man 
gains a very enviable reputation for 
~ordiality who can approach some one 
dimly remembered and, with our- 
stretched hand, say frankly, “How do 
you do? My name's Black; I forget 
vour name.” 

“But what shall Il say when a young 
inan is presented to me and says he is 
clad to know me?" repeats Miss Six- 
veen, You can be very formal and 
merely smile and nod the head in rec- 
nition of the introducticn, or if you 
tre at all inclined to cordiality of man- 
uer, you may extend your hand and 
either repeat his naine or say, as many 
girls nowadays do, “How do you doe, 
Mr. Black?" A woman never says, un- 
less welcoming a strange guest to her 
home, “I am pleased to meet you” or

As a result an eminent Cardinal 
has been scheduled for promotion to 
the position of cancelliere, quite in ac- 
cordance with the Vatican political 
proverb “Promoveatur ut amoveatur,” 
Which in plain English means “Let 
him be promoted so he may be cleared 
out of our way.” 

At any rate Cardinal Cagiano de 
Azevelo credited with being one of the 
most illiberal members of the Sacred 
College will be no more head of the 
Congregation of Clerics and Regulars. 
For his insistence that the clerics and 
ail connected with the Vatican should 
not read the newspapers issued by the 
Roman Publishing Society has 
brought him in direct opposition to 
Pope Benedict XV. The order that no 
clerics should read even the Corriere 
D'Italia, Rome's semi-official clerical 
paper, and that other daily newspaper 
published in various Italian cities and 
of such a Black complexion that their 
clericai sympathies were above ques- 
tion, caused Pope Benedict XV to take 
Cardinal de 
Azevedo even though cognizant of the 


ahandin the matter. 


Pope's \iberal ideas and his desirethat 
ewspapers be permitted the clergy, 
fell back upon the technical authority 
invested in his office and gave forth 
the definite order. Thereupon the Pope 
whose first step upon ascending the 
Papal throne was to bring into accord 
the two elements of modernity and 
iNiberalism graciously stated _ the 
Cardinal for promotion to the position 
of cancelliere. This act followed an 
open one of the Cardinal Azevedo who 
several days ago issued a circular in 
which he prohibited the reading of the 
Reman morning papers, denouncing 
especially one morning Catholic pap- 
er. He even condemned one which 
the Pope had approved. 

The incident has naturally given 
vise to much comment ‘among antl 
clericals who see in it an outbreak ol 
certain dissensions existing in the 
Vatican. Pope Benedict XV, however, 
rather gives forth the impression that 
such dissension if existent will quickly 
disappear. 

it was Pope Pius X who first per- 
mitted the order against newspapers 
to go forth limiting. as would Cardi- 
nal Azevedo, all clerics to the Osser- 
Pope Benedict XV 
has always manifested an interest in 


vatore Romano. 


newspapers and their  infiuences. 
Naturally a law so narrow as to pro- 
hibit clerics from reading daily journ- 
als was one with which he had little 
sympathy. His idea is that thé Catho- 
lic press should become a great instru- 
ment for the good of the church and 
he sees no way of accompiishing this 
by putting a ban upon itin favor of 
one official evening organ.

Locust Eaters. 

While the iocust is essentially a 
plant devourer and famine breeder, 
says the Christian Herald, there are 
many well authenticated cases in his- 
tory showing that populations reduced 
to the last extremity have utilized the 
destructive insect as food. Diodorus 
Siculus relates that an Ethiopian tribe 
was known as Acridophagi (“eaters of 
locusts”), while Aristotle writes of a 
certain part of Greece where the peo- 
ple regarded them as delicacies. Lay- 
ard, the explorer, found on the en- 
graved monuments pictures of dried 
and preserved locusts on reds, presum- 
ably indicating their use as food. It is 
not believed that any race today eats 
them. They are regarded everywhere 
in the east as an abhorrent calamity, 
and the presence of vast swarms in 
Palestine is held to be a forerunner of 
complete crop failure, both of fruits 
und cereals, 


Paintings Tnat Last. 

One of the great problems that pre- 
sents itself to the modern painter is to 
keep his canvas from cracking when it 
ages. Many of tly most prized of the 
old masterpieces Lave been marred be- 
cause their creators di2 not understand 
the art of insuring Pin against time 
and weathering. A careful investiga- 
tion of those Ziat have come down in- 
tact shows that in some cases the 
sheet of paint is remarkably thin, so 
thin, indeed, that the texture of the 
canvas can be clearly seen through the 
face of the picture. Further experi- 
menting shows that the life of a pic- 
ture is inversely proportional to the 
thickness of its color layers. Canvas 
contracts with moisture and cold, and 
paint generally is affected in the same 
way. If the paint layer is too thick it 
gives way, and the cracking is the re- 
sult, All of the old paintings that bave 
come to us uncracked are painted very 
thin. This was the method of such 
early masters as Van Dyck, Raphael 
and his pupils—Atlanta Constitution. 


The Carding Bee. 

The carding bee lives in holes among 
stones and roots, making nests of 
moss lined with wax to keep the wet 
out, with a long gallery to approach it. 
The bees find a bit of moss, and sey- 
eral of them get in a row, with their 
backs toward the nest. The foremost 
bee then lays hold of the moss, pulls 
it up with her jaws and drives it with 
her forefeet under her body and as 
far toward the next as possible, when 
the next bee does the same thing.’ By

*There has always been ' more or 
less friction between the City Coun- 
ceil’ and the School Committee in re- 
gard to school plans, and always will 
be until the question vf the selection 
of school plans is definitely settled. 

According to a strict interpretation 
of the city charter, it is the duty of 
the City Council to select plans’ for 
new school buildings, and then for- 
ward them to the Schook Committee 
fer its approval, for by the same city 
charter, no money can be appropria- 
ted for school buildings until plans 
have been approved by the School 
Gommnittee. 
+*The trouble this year was that the 
City Council delegated its duty in 
procnring plans te the Mayor: What 
the council should have done was to 
direct the committee on*public build- 
ings to secure plans for a school 
building and submit them to the 
School Committee for approval. The 
School Committee has always claimed 
its right to have all plans or sketches 
enbmitted te the City Council by ar- 
chitects sent over to them*that they 
may make the selection, and this in a 
great measure has been the cause of 
the trouble. 

According to those who have: made 
a study of the charter it is the duty of 
the City Council to select the ptan 
which-it considers the best-and then 
ferward the sketch to the Schoe} Com- 
mittee for its approval. ff the School 
Committee have any suggestions as to 
ehanges the. couneii committee could

Until the provisions of the charter 
are carried out in regard to school 
plans there will continue to be differ- 
ences between the School Committee 
and City Council, and there will con- 
tinue to be more er less delay in the 
passing of appropriations for school 
building.

There are precincts in Alaska. with a 


large native population where it is! 


policy to try a case at times without 
actually having a session of court, 
writes H. 8S. Farris. There are a few 
isolated cases of Alaska natives who 
have been bluffed into becoming law 
abiding persons after the commission 


of a misdemeanor, when if they had > 


been tried and given a term in jail 
they would have become contirmed jail- 
birds. 

A good illustration of this is the case 
of a native in one of the small interior 
towns. Now, most Alaska Indians.are 
tame—very tame—and this fellow be- 
came a bad man unexpectedly and ac- 
cidentally. He suddenly pointed a 
rifle at a small group of his fellows 
and let out a yell. His act struck ter- 
ror in the breasts of ail the tribe, which 
Was mueh to his liking. 

This native knew that the commis- 
sioner for his precinct had gone to 
Seattle, and “going to Seattle” means, 
to the Alaska native, all or any part 
of the universe outside the boundaries 
of the territory. Also the “gubment” 
had been considering the appointment 
of a deputy marshal for this section of 
Alaska, but the “gubment” moves 
slowly, and as yet no deputy had been 
named. 

So every day if was necessary for

ty-five feet away was the mouth of a 
den in the face of the cliff, and out of 
this den stalked the largest panther I 
had ever seen. He steod snufling the 
nir and looking full at me, and when 
I realized Low helpless I was even to 
utter a call for aid I almost lost con- 
sciousness. 

The wind was blowing pretty freely, 
and, luckily for me, it blew toward me. 
At first this was not of the slightest 
importance to my mitid, as the beast 
could reach me with one spring, but 1 
soon had reason to conclude that he 
Was # queer animal He turned to the 
left and trotted over the groundea dis- 
tance of about fifty feet; then he 
wheeled and passed the den by about 
the same distance.

He stops midway 
in his promenade, rears up and sniffs 
the air with a savage growl, and my 
heart beats So that it seems he must 
surely hear it and follow the sound un- 
til his hot breath is on my face. 

Sniff! Sniff! -Grewl! To the right, 
to the left, straight ahead! 

There; he’s lost it as the wind ed- 
dies dabiout, and now he stands stock 
still and utters a continuous growl as 
he waits to cutceh it again. No, not like 
a statue. Lis long tail sweeps the 
ground in a half circle, and his ears 


work swiftly back and forth. Blind 
Death waiting to rend, bite, tear and 
kill!

SHEEPSHEAD’S BIG AUTO MEET 


New Track Is Greatest In Country. 
Cost Over $3,000,000. 

The great interest shown in auto rac- 
ing is indicated by the fact that seven 
or eight speedways have been complet- 
ed within the past year, several others 
are planned and before the end of 1916 
there will be at least a dozen rivals of 
the track at Indianapolis which has 
had the field to itself since 1910. 
Among the ¢itfés which now have 
speedways are Chicago, Omaha, Taco- 
ma, Minneapolis, Des Moines, Provi- 
dence, Detroit and New York. 

The Sheepshead Bay speedway, the 
New York enterprise, having the lar- 
gest population to draw from and be- 
ing constructed on the most expensive 
land, naturally represents a greater in- 
vestment than any of the other tracks. 
The group of New York and Chicago 


| millionaires who financed it bought the 


old Sheepshead Bay racetrack for the 
plant. About $3,500,000 was invested 
in the 430 acres of land needed and 
another $1,000,000 will have been spent 
by the time the track, grand stand, 
bleachers and other improvements are 
completed. 

The Sheepshead Bay track is de- 
clared to be a model. It is a’ two mile 
track, seventy feet wide and construct- 
ed entirgly of wood. The track is made 
of 2 Dy + inch hard pine timbers set 
edgewise, which makes the surface 
only two inches while the depth is four 
The track rests on concrete 


and it is so solid that there is no jar 
even when heavy racing cars go around 
the curves at120 miles an hour. 

The curves at the Sheepshead Bay 
track are constructed on a plan differ- 
ent from any other track. The in- 
élines are compound curves which 
make the ends of the track gigantic 
bowls. The steepest inclines are such 
that the outside of the seventy-foot 


track is twenty-six feet higher than | 


the inside. This arrangement. will 
make it possible for cats to negotiate 
the curves at a speed of 140 miles an 
hour without running so close to the 
edge of the track as to be dangerous. 

When Barney Oldfield and Dario 
Resta inspected the track a few days 
before the final planks were laid in the 
flooring they were highly pleased. 
“The man who wins the Astor cup,” 
said Oldfield, “will go more than 100 
miles an hour for the 350 miles.” 

“That will be easy on this track,” 
said Resta, “It will not be necessary 
to shut off power in going around the 
curves, and. I expect te make a good 
many miles in thirty seconds.” 

The date for the Astor Cup race was 
set for Oct. 2, the formal opening of 
the track. The cup, ‘donated by Vin- 
cent Astor, is twenty-seven and one- 
half incbes high and twenty inches in 
diameter at the biggest place. It has 
a racing car going at full speed in re- 
lief on one side and is beautifully 
ehased. It will be raced for annually 
for five years and will then become the 
property 
highest number of points. 

Prizes aggregating $50,000 were of- 
fered by the Speedway corporation for 
the Astor Cup race, the first prize be- 
ing $20,000 and the secénd $10,000, 

The grand stand and bleachers have 
a seating capacity of 120,000, and half 
as many more can be accommodated 
inside the oval. The track is inclosed 
on each side by a concrete wall thirty 
fnches high and twelve inches thick, 
wiich insures safety for the spectators.

Chenyung. knew of the emperor's pre- 
dilection and, desiring to enhance his 
own position, cast about for some 
means of inducing the sovereign to 
change bis mind and confer the suc- 
cession upon his pupil.

The Law of Habeas Corpus. 

The enactment of the law of habeas 
torpus marks an important epoch in 
the progress of civil liberty in England 
and is regarded as one 6f the great 
of Charles II.’s reign. 
Charles himself did not want the law, 
but just at the time he was very anx- 
ious to curry favor with the pecple and 
was afraid to popular a 
measure. The friends and foes of the 
act were pretty evenly divided in par- 
liament, but in the final vote it was 
carried. The manner of its passage, 
however, was both comical and illegal. 
While the voting was going on a very 
fat lord arose and asked that his vote 
be recorded in the atlirmative. In a 
spivit of fun the clerk announced ten 
votes for him to accord with his great 
size. They were so recorded, and for 
some unexplained reason the “error” 
was never corrected. The strangest 
part of it is the majority for the meas- 
ure was less than ten; hence it would 
have failed of passage without the fat 
lord's extra votes.—Argonaut.

When Texas Branded Thieves. 

Adam was the first man, the very 
first, to be indicted by a grand jury ib 
Houston. His name, to be more spe- 
cific, was James Adam. The charge 
was that he stole, the indictment lar- 
ceny. He was convicted. This was 
the sentence: To return to the rightful 
owner the sum of $295, to be given 
thirty-nine lashes on the bare back in 
a public place and to be branded with 
the letter T on the back of the right 
hand. This all happened in Houston 
in the spring of 1837. The first book 
of the records of the legal doings of 
Harris county is a yellowed and old 
thing. The first matter written in it is 
a statement signed by Sam Houston 
giving authority for the court. Jt an- 
nounces that be has appointed Benja 
min Franklin judge of the court. The 
place is given as “the town of Honus- 
ton, county of Harrisburg, republic of 
Texas.”—Houston Chronicle.

ROUGH’ MUSIC. 


An Evildoer’s Medicine, One Dose of 
Which Is Usually Enough. 
There are mors ® ys thin one to 
punish evildoers. Did you ever hear 
of chastising a wife beater by means 
of “rough music?” No, this is not a 
reference to the phonograph record 
which the children have played with. 
It is even worse. It has been in use in 
“the southern counties of England for 
at least four ceuturies, and it is so 
effective that it is likely to persist for 
several centuries to come. The one 
disadvantage of this method of pun- 
ishment is that it punishes the victim 
quite as much as it does the guilty 
party. It is inflicted on men and wo- 
men alike, but it is most merciless 
when it is directed against the hen- 

pecked husband. 

When it is the consensus of opinion 
in the village that a man or woman 
has been guilty of conduct unbecom- 
ing a decent, self respecting burgber 
the neighbors assemble at the home of 
one of them, equipped with tin pans, 
fire shovels, pokers, kettles, pairs of 
iron potlids, cow horns and anything 
else that will make a hideous noise, 
and march in silence to the house of 
the offender. Suddenly they break 
forth with a raucous, deafening din. 
When the rest of the village has been 
aroused and there is a sufficiently large 
audience the wit of the “rough music 


band” lays the charge against the of- 
fender in verses that are not usually 


distinguished for refinement and con- 
sideration. After this has been done 
the band marches to every. tavern in 
town, where the charges are repeated 
One such punishment, as a rule, is suf- 
ficient.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 


RAIN FROM A CLEAR SKY. 
An Alleged Phenomenon Linked With 
the Falling of Dew. 

In English dictionaries we find the 
word serein defined as a fine rain 
which sometimes‘falls from a clear sky 
shortly after sunset. The word is 
French, but has become the interna- 
tional designation in meteorological 
works for this alleged phenomencn, 
which is always described as quite 
rare. 

Has the Sennneeion a real exist- 
ence? 

The fact that a stereotyped descrip- 
tion of it has been passed on from one 
meteorological writer to another since 
the latter part of the eighteenth cen- 
ury is by no means conclusive evidence 
on this point, for sciente has perpetu- 
uted many myths by the process of 
reiteration. 

Professor Gustav Hellmann, in a re- 
cent publication of the Russian Mete- 

| orological institute, sees in the concep- 
tion of the serein merely the survival 
of the old fashioned belief that even- 
ing dew falls from the (clear) sky, and 
he finds that the serein of early French 
writers was identical with that “even- 
ing dampness” which was supposed to 
be injurious to human health. 

It still remains possible that rain 
may sometimes fall from a clear sky, 

| though this is not likely to be a phe- 
| nomenon peculiar to the early evening. 
| Some cases can be explained as due to 
) the oblique falling of raindrops, carried 
| horizontally by the wind, when the 
| clouds from which they came have 
| passed away.—Cleveland Plain Dealer,

STEEL FOR ARTILLERY. 


Tremendous Pressure the Barrels of 
| Big Guns Must Bear. 

Modern high powered guns could not 
| be built without steel strong enough to 
resist the enormous pressures to which 
| they are subjected. [ew understand 
how great these pressures are—almost 
as far beyond ordinary comprehension 
as are the distances of the stars dr the 
number of atoms in a glass of water, 
An attempt to state the mutter in a 
form that will mean something to the 
ordinary mind is made by a contribu- 
tor to La Nature in un article entitled 
“The Strains Resisted by Gun. Metal” 
He writes: 

“When the marvels of modern artil- 
lery are described perhaps we direct 
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our admiration too exclusively to the | 


mechanicians who have combined to 
construct it. We must not, however. 
forget the metallurgist, for it is owing 
to the astonishing qualities of the metii 
that the gun is so well able to resist 
the enormous strain due to the detous- 
tion of the explosive. ’ 

“It is“interesting to cite here some 
figures published by Commandant Reg- 
nault, At gach discharge of a gun, in 
the case of our field pieces, in less thai 
three-tenths of 2 second the pressure 
exceeds twenty tons to the square inch, 
'and the speed of the projectile Jeaving 
the muzzle is more than 2,500 feet a 
second. 

“The energy developed may be put 
at about 500,000 foét pounds. In oth- 
er words, considering the cannon as u 
motor working during an exceedingly 
short time, we may place its rating at 
about 20,000,000 horsepower, 

“Not only must the metal be made te 
resist these strains time after time, but 
to do so under unfavorable ‘conditions. 
such as the high temperatures produc- 
ed by the explosives. And not only 
must the metal-of the gun be as strong 
as this, but it is the sume with that of 
the shell. The shell of our ‘seventy- 
five’ suppurts a pressure estimated at 
seventeen tons. The work of the de- 
vice that takes up the recoil reaches 
about twelve tons to the square inck. 
and the mount neutralizes at each dis- 
charge about two tons. 

“In fuet, these conditions are realiz- 
ed in quite a remarkable way. It hus 
been possible to test in the machine 
shop the pieces of a battery that has 
fired several thousand shots aud to 
show that they have suffered not the 
slightest deformation. 

“This is why it is necessary to em- 
ploy special steels. The use of nickei. 
in proportion of 1 per cent to 2 per 
cent, gives to steel special qualities.”

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WHO FOR MAYOR! 

Many people about City Square anc 
South Quincy have been askipg the 
question who will be the Republican 
candidate for Mayor at the December 
election in opposition to Mayor 
Campbell? or will he be handed the 
nomination at the primaries without 
opposition? While no one has as yet 
declared himself.a candidate for the 
nomination, other than Mayor Camp- 
bell, the rumor is gaining grouni ev- 
ery day that when the proper time 
comes President Joseph L. Whiton of 
the City Council will annouiice him- 
self as a candidate. 

Quite a boem in his imterest has 
been started mm City Square and South 
Quincy, but as yet Mr. Whiton has 
said nothing. In response to a direct 
guestion be answered “I de not know 
yet.” The general impression seems 
to be however that he will be a can- 
didate. 

It is a well known fact that after 
the three months experience wiuch he 
had as Acting Mayor last year, fol- 
lowing the death of Mayor Miller, 
he found the duties to hih liking 
and would Hke a full term at least 
as the Chief Executive ef the city. 
Or rather it might be said that he 
would like a two or thrée year term 
for he believes that the mayor should 
be elected for at least three years 
and that the salary of the office 
should be at least $5,000 a year.

Origin of the Name of the Famous 
Beacon Off Sandy Hook. 

Scotland lightship is so called be- 
e«ause it marks the site of the wreck 
uf the ship Scotland.

The Borland home was just within 
the entrance to a narrow bay into 
which Captain Borland on his return 
always took his ship and docked her, 
Wheu he came from the northward, as 
he usually did, on turning into the har- 
bor he could see his little home nes- 
tling up on the heights, and when his 
wife knew that he was due she would 
be on the lookout for him. Then how 
joyful to her was the sight of the ship 
in which he came and to him the wel- 
come he saw waving from an upper 
window. But if soon after rounding 
in he didn’t see that signal he was 
selzed with fear that something of a 

“tievous nature had happened. 

On one of Captain Borlanl’s voyages, 
after having been away almost a‘ 
year and having changed his itiney- 
ary so often that he had not heard 
from his wife for months, he turned 
the bluff at the entrance of the bay 
anxiously. He had founds an opportu- 
nity to send a letter to her advising her 
of the probable time of his arrival and 
hoping that within a short time after 
coming into view of his-home he would 
see the usual signal. 

When rounding the bluff he stood on 
deck, binoculars in hand, watching for 
what would relieve his anxiety and 
assure him that his wife was living 
and well. But, though he? raised his 
glasses often, he was every ‘time disap- 
pointed. At last when hesreached a 
point nearest to his house the figure 
of a womiun appeared on the porch 
and waved, but with the assistance 
of his glasses he saw that it was not 
that of his wife. 

Captain Borland hardly knew what 
to think of all this. But he surmised 
either that his wife was dead, that she 
was ill or that something had occurred 
to take her away from home. Anxious- 
ly he sailed on to a point near a 
dock and, after dropping anchor, én- 
tered a boat with six sailors to pull 
him to a point on the shore just below 
his house. As soon as the boat’s nose 
seraped the ground he leaped ashore 
and walked hastily up the incline. 

He was met at his door by a woman 
in the uniform of a trained nurse, who 
seemed disposed to block his entrance 
till he informed her that he was at bis 
own home. Then she told him that his 
wife was ill, but not dangerously ill; 
that the doctor was with her, that thu 
patient had been informed of his ex- 
pected arrival and that if he came be 
fore the doctor left he was to wait.

the obstruction to navigation caused 
by the wreck of the steamship Scot- 
land. ‘The work of removing this 
wreck was completed in 1870, and the 
lighthouse board decided that it had 
no authority for retaining the light ves- 
sel at that point any 
further congressional authority. This 
authority was given by an act of con- 
gress approved June 23, 1874, and light 
vessel’ No. 23 was accordingly placed 
on the station on Sept. 10, 1874, being 
relieved by light vessel No, 20 on Dec. 
1, 1875. Light vessel No. 20 was con- 
tinued on the statien until 1880, when 
light vessel No. 7 took her place. Light 
Vessel No. 7 was relieved on Dec. 2, 
1902, by light vessel No, 11, which is 
still the regular station ship at this 
location. 

“While the wreck of the steamship 
Scotland was an obstruction to naviga- 
tion, the light vessel maintained to 
mark her position was known as the 
Wreck of Scotland light vessel. After 
the wreck had disappeared and anoth- 
er light vessel was placed there by an 
act of congress, not to mark the ob- 
struction, but as an aid to navigators 
desiring to enter the port of New York. 

*,/the light vessel was known as the 
Scotland light Vessel, which name is 
still retained."—New York Sun. 


BAGGING A BEAR. 


Doing It, Too, In a Care Free, Non- 
chalant Sort of a Way. 

An interesting story was told to me 
by a trapper to whom I had given 
shelter at my campfire on Kootenay 
lake.

* shooting, Roosevelt groped around in 


his pocket until he found the pair of 
glasses that he wanted, baat te- 
moved the pair he wore, rubbed; put 
on and adjusted the others and when 
the bear got within fifty feet of him 
took deliberate aim and killed him.” 

In picturesque language the old 
guide said that any son of a gun who 
would take the time to change his 
glasses when a grizzly was loping 
down the trail within a few yards of 
him was the bravest man he had ever 
seen.—Albert R. Ledoux in Mining and 
Scientifie Press.

Importance 
of Rest 
For Baby 


The importance of rest for a baby 
Is so obvious that it would seem super- 
fluous to deal with it at all, and yet 
experience among the babies of well to 
do parents proves that in a very great 
number of cases progress is retarded 
and perfect health marred simply for 
want of rest. 

A baby who does not sleep well is 
really an anomaly, and yet a remark- 
able number of cases come under one’s 
notice where this is the case. It is 
hard very often to trace this state of 
things to its cause. 

Many children undoubtedly inherit 
nervous tendencies in these days; nerv- 
ous mothers have often nervous babies 
and as their influence is the potent one 
in the early days as well, it is usually 
in an environment Calculated to further 
enhance nervousness in which the mite 
finds itself. 

Apart from natural tendencies, too, 
present day life, in towns anyway, is 
distinctiy exciting to a baby. The 
quick movement of motor traffic out- 
doors, the brilliancy of electric light 
indoors—all mark a very different state 
of things to the old days of leisurely 
movement and eandles. The sudden 
switching on and off of a light at 
night is in itself disturbing or stim- 
ulating to a baby, and as it has to be- 
come accustomed to such things it is 
only common sense to reduce other 
reasons of excitement to’the minimum. 

For this reason, as a rule, a baby 
should not be played with often, should 


not have things rattled at it or dangled | 


before its eyes. The more near to a 
vegetable existence the early days are 
passed in, speaking generally, the bet- 
ter for the child. 

Then the room in which the baby 
sleeps must be well ventilated, but se 
cure from drafts. And here may be 
mentioned the advantage ef placi 
the baby’s cot away from the Sten. | 
or mother’s bed. “Alongside” has be- 
come almost a universal rule, but the 
result is that the child is breathing air 
more or less contaminated by the 
grown up person, more especially as 
the necessity of safeguarding the child 
from drafts means that a free cur- 
rent of air is, and rightly, absent. In 
winter time, when the wicked microbe 
of the common cold is abroad in the 
land, the arrangement will have the 
further benefit of safeguarding the 
small person from infection to a re- 
markable degree. It is perilously easy 
to lean over to a cot alongside at every 
whimper or movement, to continue 
night feeding and otherwise disturb the 
long hours of rest which are so bene- 
ficia ay, indispensable—to the prog- 
ress and good condition of the child;

The recording of vibrations of a 
membrane was first accomplished by 
Leon Scott in 1857, by the invention of 
what he called a “phonautograph.” 
This is regarded as the precursor of 
the modern phonograph. The actual re- 
production of sound was first achieved 
by Thomas Alva Edison in 1876 and 
first patented by him in 1877, the pate 
ent. being dated in January of that 
year. There had been, of course, sev- 
eral experiments and improvements 
between. The first method of recording 
vibrations of a tuning fork on the sur- 
face of a drum was discovered by 
Thomas Young in 1807. Alexander 
Graham Belk and 8S. Tainter patented 
the graphophone in 1885. 
liner patented the gramophone in 1887.

No baby should, be rocked or “pat- 
ted” to sleep. The baby should be laid 
down warm and dry, with every care 
to each detail of its comfort, well fed 
and shaded from any light, even from 
the first day, and so accustomed to go 
to sleep unheeded and unrocked. Some- 
times it will be awakened suddenly— 
possibly by some noise or exterior in- 
fluence, possibly for a cause which can- 
not be determined; do not immediately 
take the child up, even if it is crying— 
although it is the ordinary instinct to 
do so—but simply turn it over in its 
cot, soothing it with soft words as you 
do so and giving it a teaspoonful or so 
of cold water if it appears hungry; this 
simple process, carried on in the dark 
or in the same subdued light which ob- 
tained before, will in ninety-nine cases 
out of a hundred induce the little one 
to go straight off to sleep again. 

Of course a baby should be laid to 
sleep on its side in alternate positions 
each night, aud care should be taken 
that the little ear is laid fat and not 
crumpled. 

During the first two months of life a 
healthy. well managed baby will sleep 
almost all the time, waking‘only at the 
regulur feeding times when probably 
a cry will give notice of the fact. Once 


jin the twenty-four hours it should be 


allowed a lusty fit of crying, so that 
the lungs may be well expanded, and 
s00d exercise given generally. The 
time when sleep should be least en- 
couraged is in the late hours of the 
day, as by that means a sounder and 
longer sleep is induced. at night. 

At six months old two-thirés of the 
day of twenty-four hours should be 
spent in sleep, Which means that six- 
teen bours is the proper, time. This 
should be continued until the first 
birthday, when a couple of hours less 
suffices, ten hours being devoted to the 
waking time.

QUINCY MEN — 


ENTER TECH 


Quincy is represented in the enter- 
ing class of the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology by Frederick J. 
Ramussen of 125 Greenleaf street, 
Ernest F. Perkins of 153 East Emerson 
street, Frederick M. Barnicoat ot 1 In- 
dependence avenue, Andrew Deane of 
853 Hancock street and Arthur H. 
Blake of 261 Safford street, Wollaston. 

Again the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology opens its doors for the 
school year with an increase in the 
student body, the registration touch- 
ing 1855 against a figure of 1765 last 
year at this time. It is the eleventh 
consecutive year with an increase and 
the full registration this year will 
reach 1900. This is about one hundred 
more than last year which was itself 
seventy more than 1913. Such _ pro- 
gress in the student body makes it evi- 
dent that the removal to the New Tech 
on the River bank will not be a 
moment too soon. 

The increase is due to a number of 
very comforting facts, one of them be- 
ing that a very large ratio of the stu- 
dents return. 
dred of the former students are back 
to continue their studies, and in addi- 
tion many others have~* returned to 
take up post-graduate or special work. 

The fact that 85 per cent of the 
Freshmen are back again to continue 
their work as sophomores will be a 
surprise to those familiar with the 
“mortality” of classes in college. This 
however is the rule at Tech, for of 
second-year men there are eighty per 
cent again registered, and of juniors 
85 per cent are at their desks for the 
final year. These figures are like 
those of last registration. The ratic 
is astonishing when there are consid- 
ered the effects of alteration. of cir- 
cumstances, family and financial, re 
movals, sickness and change of inten- 
tions. 

Another factor that makes for in- 
crease at Tech is the constantly grow- 
ing number of men who come to the 
Institute after a year or more at some 
other college. The number this year 
is 220, or ten per cent more than a 
Then again thf Freshmen 
class holds its own against what has 
been noted as a fairly widely distribut- 
ed decrease this year.

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MEET TO COMBAT 
TUBERCULOSIS 


Indianapolis, Sept. 29—With neariy 
1,090 delegates attending from eigh- 
(een states, the Mississippi Valley Con- 
ference on Tuberculosis opened a 
three-day session here today. 

The best to prevent tubercu- 
losis was discussed from the stand- 
point of the manufacturer, the large 
employer of labor, the employe, the 
patient, the doctor, the social worker, 
the editor and the state executive. 

‘The conference opened with 
short number of 
Mississippi Valley governors. At noon 
the attended a 
“speechless banquet” at Which Vice 
Marshall presided. The 
delegates merely got acquainted at 
this banquet. They were given an op- 
portunity to meet James Whitcomb 
Riley, Meredith Nicholson and other 
specially invited guests. 

Upon arriving in Indianapolis the 
were confronted with a 
monster doublebarred cross, the sym- 
bol of the anti-tuberculosis fight. The 
cross is twenty-one feet high and is 
electrically lighted, said to be the big- 
zest one ever constructed. , 

Speakers from fifteen Mississippi 
Valley states will explain in the next 
three days their ideas of how tubercu- 
losis cart best be prevented. Included 
in the list of speakers are Dr. Kennon 
Dunham, Cincinnati; Shirley .P. Mil- 
ler, of South Dakota College; Dr. 
Thomas Willett, Milwaukee; Dr. FE. L 
MeGeehee, Hammond, La.; Dr. Theo- 
dore FE. Sachs, Chicago, president of 
the National Association for the Pre- 
vention of Tuberculosis; John Voli, 
president of the Ohio State Federation 
of Labor; William Green, secretary of 
the United Mine Workers; Dr. EF. R. 
Van der Slice, superintendent of the 
Nebraska State Tuberculosis hospi- 
tal; C. W- Lillie, president of the Ohio 
State Medical Society; Dr. Hoyt E. 
Dearholt of Milwaukee and Dr. J. N. 
Hurty, secretary of the Indiana State 
board of health.

MAY USE STEAM

Steam turbines may be substituted 
for gasoline or oil engines for sur- 
face cruising in future American 
submarines. Plans are under 
sideration at the Navy Department, it 
was learned today, for steam experi- 
ments with boats of the G class now 
under construction. As yet no defi-

A’ great get-together mass meeting 
| in the cause of preparedness for de- 


| fense, in which every citizen of Massa- 
| chusetts interested in the subject is in- | 
vited to take part, is to be held in Bos-~ 


ton on Thursday, Oct. 21, It is. de- 
| signed that the meeting, which is to be 
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of a strietly non-partizan, non-political 


character, shall give voice to the be- 
lief of the people of the Common- 
wealth that itis time that Congress 
shall give heed to the advice of its 
military and naval advisers and place 
the country in a proper state of pre- 
paredness against war.

In addition to the mass meeting, 
which will be held in Tremont Tem- 
ple on the evening of Oct. 21, there is 

{to be during the day a demonstration 
of practical field work on Boston 
Common, along the lines of what was 
done during the recent Governor's 
Conference. Adjt. Gen. Cole has prom- 
iced his active support in preparing a 
very complete exhibition. 

Another interesting and instructive 
feature will be a “Demonstration of 
lack pf preparedness” in the form of 
an exhibit which may become perma- 
nent and which Will show in_concrete 
form how lacking this nation is in pre- 
paredness to defend itself in case of 
attack by some other nation.

Unoccupied Store at

DISCOVERED BY NEIGHBORS 


The alarm from Box 114 at 1.15 this 
morning was for a lively blaze in an 
unoecupied building, situated on Bab- 
cock street, near the Houghs Neck 
fire station, owned by William F. Mc- 
Connell, who resides near by.
